For the system under which 
rural highways are now managed is certainly 
improved. It may be desirable to remind 
ur readers how this matter now stands. 
The Local Government Act of 1888, which 
established County Councils, made these 
bodies the managers of the main roads in 
ach county. These, when the County 
Councils took them over, were more or less 
synonymous with the old turnpike roads. 
But most County Councils have rightly 
enough not remained satisfied to exercise 
jurisdiction over what were often compara- 
tively fragmentary pieces of road, even 
though of importance, and they have largely 
added to the number of main roads by 
taking over from the parishes certain roads, 
which from their position and the traffic on 
them were essentially in character main 
coads, 

In the administration of these main roads 
by the several counties of England there 
has no doubt been much difference, depend- 
‘ng Sometimes on systems and sometimes on 
the capacity and energy of the County Sur- 
veyor and his subordinates, or of the Highway 
Committee of each County Council. In 
some instances a County Council has dele- 
gated the repair of main roads to the Local 
Authorities, paying to each a lump sum for so 
doing in respect of the particular district.

that the highways under their charge are in 
good condition if they are to hold their places. 
The result seems to be a slow, but a distinct, 
improvement in the condition of the local high- 
ways. This has been aided by the adoption 
of the provisions of Section 11, Sub-section 10, 
of the Local Government Act, 1888, by 
which a County Council may, if it think fit, 
“contribute towards the costs of the main- 
tenance, repair, enlargement, and improve- 
ment of any highway although the same is 
not a main road.” The result of this enact- 
ment has been the creation, as it may be 
called, of an intermediate class of roads, 
between the main roads and the partly local 
roads, in respect of which class, contributions 
are made by County Councils, provided the 
assisted roads are up to a certain standard 
of efficiency in regard to width and condition. 

The different County Councils have varied 
largely in their application of this section ; 
some have made the conditions precedent 
to such county aid very stringent, sometimes 
indeed too stringent. Some have made it 
a policy to give aid in respect of any fairly 
important road so long as it comes up 
to a reasonable standard of perfection ; the 
object of such policy being to keep local 
bodies up to the mark under the influ- 
ence of a contribution from the county 
funds. In other instances quite an opposite 
policy has been followed, the Highway 
Committees of County Councils considering 
that the less this body has to do with roads, 
other than the main roads under their direct 
control, the better. But even where this 





policy has been followed, the Act of 1888 has 


not in this respect been wholly a dead letter 
and has influenced for good some proportion 
of the local highways. Clearly, however, 
there is a tendency to stereotype too much 
the application of this section.

grant. In other words, a County Council may 
well give a grant towards the enlargement 
of a road without declaring it subsequently 
a county-aided road. 

One of the causes of the imperfect 
state of many rural roads in the past has 
been the late time in the winter in which 
they have been repaired. This has often 
arisen from the fact that the highway 
surveyor was elected annually, and conse- 
quently he has not had a sufficiently long 
tenure of office to enable him to make 
arrangements beforehand. The work was 
done from hand to mouth. Now, however, 
since District Councils are more perma- 
nent bodies, their surveyors can take steps 
to obtain a supply of material for the 
repair of the roads in the summer so that it 
may be placed on the road in October. The 
early metalling of the roads is of the first 
importance, in fact it is impossible to have 
good roads unless the repairing material is 
laid down in the autumn and early winter 
months. Nor, again, should the newly-laid 
stones be left wholly to themselves. Many 
parochial surveyors, after the metal has 
been laid on the roads, have allowed the 
traffic to bind it in, and the consequence has 
been that ruts have been formed during the 
process. The consolidation of the surface by 
vehicular traffic must continue to be, on local 
roads, the custom; it is impossible to use 
steam-rollers on them ; but such consolidation 
must be aided by manual labour filling up 
ruts as they are made. In many cases, too, 
it is probable that a roller drawn by a horse 
taken over the newly-metalled road in wet 
weather would help to give a more level 
surface. 

We are speaking here of the administra- 
tion of roads, not of engineering details; 
and indeed it may be said that, so far 
as regards local rural highways, the chief 
thing required is common sense and care, 
and the enforcement of the law. Unless 
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ditches, side-cuts, and banks are kept clean, 
the rain water cannot get away. Ordinary 
common sense and care will enable a person 
who looks after a country road to see that 
roads are up to the mark in this respect. 
Again, roads cannot be kept in good order if 
hedges are allowed to keep off the sun and 
air. But the Highway Act of 1834 has given 
ample power to road surveyors to oblige occu- 
piers to trim their hedges, and having such 
power, it is their duty to use it. These are 
only two examples of the above proposition, 
one which has been muck neglected in the 
past owing very greatly to the smallness of 
the area of the Local Highway Authority, and 
to the fact that the surveyor was some 
farmer or other person who was unwilling to 
fall foul of his neighbour by asking him to 
obey the law. But though common sense 
and care are chiefly required in the manage- 
ment of the more purely local highways, it is 
desirable that they should be under the 
administration of men who possess the 
knowledge which is necessary for a com- 
petent road surveyor. We are inclined to 
think that such a body will gradually grow 
up; young men are now coming from the 
offices of the many competent county sur- 
veyors who can find employment as sur- 
veyors under District Councils, and we 
look to the capacity for local government 
which has always been displayed in this 
country to cause the services of capable 
and well-educated men to be generally 
sought for by District Councils. It cannot 
be hoped that in all cases favouritism 
and local prejudices will be laid aside, but 
we certainly expect to find that the improve- 
ment in the rural highways which has taken 
place since the Local Government Act of 
1888 came into operation will be appreciably 
increased before the end of the century. 
This improvement has not been attained 
without a large outlay of money, and more 
will yet have to be spent. But much of 
the money which has been and must be 
yet expended, has been and is required for a 
capital expense ; that is to say, that when a 
road has been put into a proper condition it 
will then only require sufficient expenditure 
to keep it up to a certain standard, which 
it has never hitherto reached. Thousands 
of pounds have been wasted in the past in 
the superficial repair of roads the crusts of 
which were never in a condition to benefit 
permanently by small annual repairs. The 
process was much like filling a leaking jug. 
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METAL-WORK EXHIBITION, 
GLASGOW. 

HE inception of this exhibition is 

due to the President of the 

Glasgow Institute of Architects, 

Mr. T. L. Watson, who, in his 

address last October, suggested as a use 

for the rooms newly acquired by the Insti- 

tute and the Architectural Association jointly, 

their holding, from time to time, displays of 

craft-work. Wood, plaster, glass, as well as 

metal, might all be illustrated in exhibitions 

where old work and the best of modern 

design could be studied, and, what is hardly 

of less consequence, architects can learn who 

the craftsmen are who can execute designs 
given them. 

As the available space is limited, large 
exhibits have been excluded. The display is 
perhaps more general than is quite desirable ; 
restriction to either wrought-work or to cast

might more thoroughly have shown the pos- 
sibilities of each method, and the gain in 
educational value might be held to compen- 
sate for what it lost in popular interest. 

The exhibits embrace, in wrought work— 
iron, copper, lead, and sheet bronze ; in cast 
work—lead, brass, bronze, and aluminium. 
Singularly enough, cast-iron is wanting. The 
novelty in materials is aluminium applied 
to a grate by Messrs. Finlay & Co.; a 
standard lamp, and finger plates, &c. It is 
in colour rather than composition that its 
artistic value lies, taking the place of polished 
steel, once greatly in request, but free of the 
labour which that metal entailed. 

Noticing first the old work, the largest 
exhibit is the upper part (incomplete) of a 
seventeenth century screen (Fig. 1),* appar- 
ently English, which has a rather peculiar rail- 
way foot-bridge appearance ; the band of flat 
straps cut to baluster shape, to be viewed in 
silhouette only, suggests that in position 
some structure intervened there. The scroll 
work is delicate ; the little cherub heads are 
of bossed sheet, double-faced; the whole is 
unfortunately painted a slate colour. 

Perhaps the most interesting thing shown 
is the old German graveyard cross (Fig. 3) ; 
its curves are full of unexpected fancy, and 
though free, the conventionality is perfect ; 
in general section the work is almost round. 
Two Italian processional crosses, copper gilt, 
of late sixteenth century, and a Flemish 
example of early seventeenth, are of almost 
similar model, all having a fluted ball at 
the head of the staff, enlarged ends to the 
three arms, with the emblems of the Evange- 
lists, and other resemblances. What differen- 
tiates the earlier type are balls pinned to 
each point in the cross outline. A treasure 
chest of plaited straps backed by sheet

the sketches are the catalogue numbers, 
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iron is interesting; it has depended for 
effect partly on painted decoration, thoug!: 
its lock escutcheon and handles are good; 
the lock is in the lid, and throws six bolts. 
Two old toasters, Scotch, one of which is 
shown in Fig. 6, are so alike that one 
realises how in such furniture, original as 
it appears to us, design was hardly less 
stereotyped than is that of the hinges on 
the oven doors of a modern kitchen range 
Some bits of scroll work of late seventeenth 
century date are fine in form but in execu- 
tion not so good as much of ordinary present- 
day work. Messrs. Longden (Fig. 4) show 
a pair of curious old bronze fire-dogs- 
German, having medallions of scriptural figure 
subjects, alike in both excepting the top 
panel. Of beaten brass-work Mr. W. B. 
Paterson shows an interesting collection © 
Spanish, Italian, Dutch and Flemish exam- 
ples in lamps, culinary vessels, &e. 

If these old examples are interesting, 0” 
less are the modern. The difficulty in the 
way of getting a representative collection '* 
that makers can only show such specimens 
of their work as they may have on hand; {ai!- 
ing these, photographs of exeeuted work are 
the next best substitute. @On the walls ar 
hung numerous frames of these, besides 
portfolios of mounted photographs. It is ‘ 
this class of exhibit that Messrs. Elgooe 
Brothers confine themselves. From South 
Kensington Museum are two frames ot 
drawings, by Mr. Emmet Brady, car

Rebuilding the Committee on the erection of 
Old Bailey.

new Central Criminal Courts on 
the site of the Old Bailey Sessions House, 
and the City Surveyor’s plans accompanying 
it, have been rather prematurely spoken of in 
the daily press as if they constituted a com- 
plete and definite scheme; whereas in fact 
the plans are only sketch plans embodying 
the general idea, for forwarding to the judges 
for consideration, and after a general ap- 
proval has been obtained the plans will then 
have to be elaborated in detail. The site is 
a very difficult one to deal with, being a plot 
of ground with an extended frontage and no 
access from the back, and very little depth 
from back to front; consequently the whole 
plan has to be spread out laterally, so that 
proper concentration is exceedingly difficult. 
A corridor running parallel with the front, 
to connect the departments at the two 
ends of the block, seems unavoidable, but 
the result is that the subdivision of entrances 
s only nominal. Thus, of the six main 
doors of entry into the hall, the two right 
ones are marked “ Witnesses’ entrance ” and 
the two central ones “ Principal entrance, 
for Bar, &e.”; but the doors all really give 
access to the same hall, and the two doors 
onthe left, corresponding to the witnesses’ 
entrance, are given no special function, nor 
are the entrances, as far as the sketch plan 
goes, distinguished in any way but by 
ettering, in spite of which any one can in 
act enter at any of them. Considering the 
hape and position of the site this could 
hardly be helped; but lettering doors for 
certain classes of persons is in such a case 
nly aform. On the upper story we should 
Suggest that the judge should have a direct 
entry to the Bench in court No. 1, instead of 
aving to come out into the corridor to reach 
The other three courts are only planned 
en bloc so far, and there seem to be no 
idges’ rooms in connexion with them.

In 
front of this fence, on which no advertise- 
ments are to be allowed, flower-beds and 
shrubberies will be formed, so that all will 
be done to give the fence a decorative 
appearance, and prevent it being a public 
disfigurement while the work lasts. 





a THE question as to whether the 

tion of water supplied by the different 
London Water. Sondan Water Companies 8 
examined by the best known scientific pro- 
cess, so as to bring about the most satis- 
factory results, was discussed at the meeting 
of the London County Council held on the 
27th inst. The discussion did not exactly 
take the form we have indicated, but that 
was what it practically amounted to in 
the long run. It may be remembered that 
last year the Council’s chemist devised a 
method of obtaining the solids suspended in 
water by micro-filtration. It was stated at 
the meeting that the official analyst, Dr. 
Frankland, in his periodical reports on the 
quality of London water, did not refer to 
solids found in it; whilst on the other hand, 
“the chemists who had made _investiga- 
tions for the Council had definitely sup- 
ported the results Obtained by the Council's 
chemist, in which he had been able to show 
that suspended matters were present in 
greater or less quantities, and that they were 
capable of being collected” and examined. 
On the strength of this reputed discovery a 
system of analysis and examiration under 
the authority and at the expense of the 
Council was proposed. New, we have every 
sympathy with a more rigorous and com- 
plete system of examination of the water 
supplied to the metropolis, and we have 
every confidence in the micro-filter alluded 
to, but we object to the manner in 
which this matter has been brought for- 
ward. One would imagine from the 
report of the Councils Water Committee 
that their chemist was the first to find these 
solids in London water, that their presence 
had remained undetected by Dr. Frankland. 
That is far from being the truth. Anybody 
who has had occasion to read the various 
papers by the official analyst, and to study, 
in that connexion, his reports as published 
in the Registrar-General’s return, will know 
that he is quite as well aware of the existence 
of the solids as is the authority quoted by 
the Council, and further that their meaning 
has on several occasions been discussed by 
him. There is, therefore, no occasion to 
incur extra expense in having the examina- 
tion duplicated. 


As long ago as the year 1880 

Bankruptcy of jt was decided in the case of 
— ex parte Jay that “it is illegal 
to stipulate that if a man becomes bankrupt 


those things which were his property up to! 


the time of this event shall go over to some 
one else.” We quote from the note to the 
above decision in “ Roscoe's Digest of Build- 
ing Cases.” To judge, however, from a case 
which was tried before Judge Austin, at the 
Bristol County Court last week, this principle 
is not yet clearly understood; for among 
the clauses in a certain building con- 
tract was one by which the building 
owner could claim all plant, &c., in the 
event of the bankruptcy of the builder. 
The latter did become bankrupt, and the 
building owner seized a mortar-mill and 
steam-engine under the terms of his contract. 
Then the question arose before the County- 
court Judge whether such seizure was lawful 
against the creditors, and whether it was not 
in contravention of the law of bankruptcy. 
The view of Judge Austin was adverse to 
the building owner's claim, which he con- 
sidered to be contrary to the law laid down 
in ex parte Jay. It is only right, however, 
to observe that there are also decisions which 
in some respects appear to conflict with ex 
parte jay, but they are believed, to use a 
legal phrase, to be “ distinguishable ” from it. 





Indexesto “* CIRCULAR has been issued 

Scientific by the Federated Institution of 

Periodicals. Mining Engineers, dated from 
Neville Hall, Neweastle-on-Tyne, in refer- 
ence to the possibility of having a conference 
to discuss the publication of a _ subject- 
matter Index to Technical and Scientific 
periodicals. The Institution of Mining 
Engineers has had the intention for some 
time of publishing an Index of subjects of 
interest to mining and metallurgical en- 
gineers, and suggests a combination of 
Technical Societies to consider the possi- 
bility of a Technical Index on a wider basis. 
If something of the kind could be carried out 
by a united effort of the professions, in- 
stitutions, and journals most concerned, it 
would probably be of considerable use, and 
would save people a great deal of time in 
hunting through back volumes of periodicals 
in search of special information. 





Timber ‘1 the exhibition of Wood 
affected by Carving at Carpenters’ Hall, 
ee: ae open to the public, and 
mentioned in another part of our issue, there 
is an interesting collection of timber, bark, 
and leaves, showing how various insect pests 
have wrought havoc on their structure. Mr. 
Phipps, of Norwich, who has lent this exhibit, 
has also contributed a number of well- 
mounted and preserved specimens of insects, 
both native to the British Isles and also from 
foreign countries. Blocks from the Royal 
Mail Jetty at Holyhead, and from Plymouth 
and Lowestoft harbours, show how even 
greenheart perishes before these minute 
foes. Portions of cornices from Continental 
mansions, barrel staves from India, oak from 
old churches, and a fragment from the wreck 
of the Royal George, also show serious 
damage from well-defined insect raids. The 
leaves and bark of the growing tree are also 
shown to be affected and rendered useless 
by the ravages of these insects. Clear 
descriptive notes are attached to all the 
specimens, and thus the exhibit is rendered 
interesting and instructive.

of each case are of practical interest. 
case it is “an untrapped pipe from the 
main sewer to beneath his window;” in 
another “the patient’s study and bath-room 
were in direct connexion with the sewer ;” 
in a third case “the water-closet near the 
patient's bedroom was found to be foul and 
defective, and the pipes were untrapped ;” a 
fourth (a woman) “worked in a yard where 
there was an overflowing cesspool ;” in a 
fifth case ‘a main sewer was opened twenty 
yards from the patient's shop ;” in another 
case the smoke-test revealed a permeation 
into the patient’s room through cracks in the 
pipes. The point of the paper consists In 
the undoubted connexion which is shown 
between such sanitary defects and special

Edward IIL, and was tenanted by the Black 
Prince and his son when Prince of Wales. 
A royal palace stood there from very early 
days. It was the reputed scene of King 
Hardiknut’s death at the wedding of Osgod 
Edward I. and Henry

Clappa’s daughter. 
Ill. held Parliaments there. 
sionally occupied by Henry IV., his two 
successors, and Henry VII. Katharine of 
Arragon and Isabella of France were first 
lodged there on arriving in England. In 
Henry VIIL’s reign the palace, which stood 
near old Kennington Cross, fell into decay, 
the property was farmed out, and a manor- 
house was erected on its site. After the sale 
of the manor to Sir Francis Calton by 
Alleyn, founder of Dulwich College, it re- 
verted to the Crown. James I. settled it 
upon his son Henry, and then upon his son 
Charles, who lived there before succeeding 
to the throne. Fragments of the old build- 
ings in Park-place were finally cleared away 
about twenty years ago. A survey made in 
1656 describes the manor-house thus :— 

A small and an old timber building, situate upon 
part of the foundation of the ancient mansion-house 
of the Black Prince, and other Dukes of Cornwall 
after him, which was long ago utterly ruined, nothing 
remaining thereof but the stable, 180 ft. long, built 
o flint and stone, and now used asa barn. 

The “Long Barn,” which in 1709 served as 
an asylum for the distressed Palatine Pro- 
testants, was pulled down in 1795. The 
Oval, about eleven acres, and once a market- 
garden, was first tenanted by the Surrey 
County Club in, we believe, 1845, upon the 
establishment of the Club. The foundation- 
stone has just been laid of the Kennington- 


road baths, to be erected by the Lambeth 
Public Baths and Washhouses Commis- 
sioners. The building which, it is said, will 


be the largest of its kind in England, is being 
erected by Mr. W. Wallis, after Mr. A. 
Hessell Tiltman’s designs, at a cost, including 
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site, estimated at 55,000/., the contract being 
for 32,9472. 








To illustrate “a century and a 
© ran omG half of English humorous art, 

from Hogarth to the present 
day” within the limits of one not very large 
room, is of course impossible except in the 
mere sense of giving a few specimens of each 
artist. The collection at the Fine Art Society 
is however very interesting as far as it goes, 
and some conclusions may be deduced from 
it. The power of Hogarth as a draughtsman 
and as a student of human character and 
expression ‘of the baser sort” is wonder- 
fully exhibited in his outline sketch of Mr. 
Ben Read (2), a member of the club (what 


would now be called tavern) which the 
painter frequented—a merciless present- 
ment of half-drunken animalism. From 


the admirable drawing called “A Tender 
Declaration ” recognise in Row- 
landson artistic powers far beyond what 


one can 


are usually displayed in his coarse 
and savage satirical caricatures. <A_ suffi- 
cient number of specimens of George 


Cruickshank and Hablot Browne are given 
fully to confirm the opinion we have long 
entertained, that both these are lost reputa- 
tions, which it is useless to try to revive. 
Blake’s engraving of Stothard’s charming 
frontispiece to the “ Wits’ Magazine ” 
(51, 52) shows how deficient was the mys- 
tical artist in the sense of wit or light fancy. 
Robert Dighton’s “The Specious Orator” 
(55), representing Christie the auctioneer, and 
Theodore Lane’s “ Dowton in the character 
of Dr. Cantwell” (73) are excellent speci- 


mens of characteristic expression. Among 
the moderns we have some very good 
specimens of Leech and Keene — notice 


especially the frame of seven slight pencil 
sketches by Leech (135), showing wonderful 
power of expressing much with few lines; 
among the living artists are represented Mr. 
Linley Sambourne, Mr. Partridge, Sir John 


Tenniel, Mr. Phil May, Mr. Cleaver, Mr. 
Fred Hall and others. Among these 
it strikes us that Mr. Phil May, though 


he has a little tendency to vulgarity, comes 
nearest to Keene in freedom and character of 
Mr. Fred Hall's sketch of 
“A Scorcher ” (267) is both a powerful piece 
of drawing and an admirable satire on a cer- 
tain kind of public nuisance.

Painters in Oi! in Piceadilly is rather barren of 

Catours. things to arrest the attention; 
there are a number of respectable paintings, 
but few of them rise above the average level. 
Among figure subjects Mr. Collier's half- 
length portrait of a lady, “A Portrait 
Sketch” (24) is noticeable as a fine piece 
of colour, and Mr. Watson Nicol’s “A 
Cateran ” (33) has both colour and character. 
In “Circe’s Watch (218), where 
Circe stands with the companionship of a 
tiger, an eagle, and a snake, Mr. Nettleship 
gives us the first nude we remember to have 
seen from him ; the head of the figure is fine, 
the whole little picture effective in colour and 
composition. Mr. John R. Reid’s “The 
Fairy Queen” (112) is a pretty and rather 
pathetic group of a youthful ballet dancer 
receiving the last touches to her costume 
from a thin and anxious mother. Mr. 
Chevallier Tayler has attempted “Enoch 
Arden” (290) outside his old home —not 
very successfully; Mr. Godward’s “Under 


Tower” 
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the Vine” (373) is a fine figure of a dark 


girl in a straw hat; and Mr. Kennington 
in “Memories” (381), a half-nude figure 
kneeling and placing flowers on 
appeals stccessfully both to the 
poetry and of artistic composition, Among 
landscapes is a work by Mr. Wimperis, « Mists 
Lifting off Dartmoor” (334), on a larger 
scale than is usual with him, but hardly 
equal in freedom and breadth of style ti 
some of his smaller watercolours 
especially. Mr. Peppercorn is rather too 
obviously trying experiments, especially jn 
“A Surrey Village” (116), which requires 
one to get to the other side of the room 
before things fall into their place ; Mr. Mac- 
Lachlan also is experimenting rather, though 
his small work “ By Starlight” (250) is a 
complete success, and “A Cloud Rift” (182) 
is powerful if somewhat overdone. A smal] 
mountain landscape by Mr. Adrian Stokes, 
“The Hidden Peak” (155) should not be 
passed over, and architects will be interested 
in Mr. Fulleylove’s study of the “ Proscenium 
of the Paladian (s#c) Theatre, Vicenza ” (160), 
Mdme. Ronner’s various cat pictures are as 
perfect as ever.

THE collection of portraits and 
other works at the Goupil 
Gallery shows that Mr. McLure 
Hamilton is a thoroughly original artist, but 
his method of portrait painting is not such 
as to encourage sitters. His object seems to 
be to represent not the greatness, but the 
littleness of his subjects. His style is not 
realistic in the least; it is a flat sketchy 
style in which oil-painting is treated rather 
with the effect of pastel ; but in the matter 
of expression he is realistic in the least de- 
sirable sense, and would be rather 
curious to know how the eminent men whose 
portraits he has painted like the result. He 
catches them off their guard, and portrays not 
their central or typical expression, but a 
momentary grimace in the midst of intel- 
lectual effort. This at is the effect 
produced by his portraits of Mr. Gladstone, 
which ought to be a delight to the Conserva- 
tives. The portrait of the late Professor 
Tyndal is almost cruel in its revelation of 
the weak side of that very self-conscious 
savant. Nor is that of Mr. Herbert Spencer 
much more flattering. Clever all these are 
undoubtedly, but they are not agreeable, and 
they rather approach the borders of carica- 
ture, which is not the legitimate object of 
portrait painting. Some of the studies of 
children are very charming, and the pastel en- 
titled “ the Embroiderer,” quite the best thing 
in the collection in an artistic sense, is 4 
perfect work of its kind, and much plea- 
santer to look at than any of the portraits.

Tue following is the main portion of the | 


opening address of the President of this Associa- 
tion, Mr. W. Henman, delivered on the 23rd 


inst. :— ; 

«‘ Shortly after Mr. Penrose, the then President 
of the Institute, delivered his address last year, it 
fell to my lot to address you, and I enlarged 
upon a subject touched upon Mr. Penrose, 
viz., the falling off in the class of Fellows of the 
Institute, and gave my ideas as to how this might 
be remedied and the Institute strengthened 
while at the same time the provincial societies 
might be placed on a sounder footing. 

he Council of the Institute took the matter 
up, and appointed what has been termed ‘‘ The 
Fellows’ Special Committee,” upon which, 
together with a number of metropolitan architects, 
the Presidents of allied Societies, then on the 
Council, were requested to act; and several 
meetings were held. : 

At first the inclination was to make as little 
change as possible in the régime of the Institute, 
and a draft report was drawn up, which, while 
effecting little in the way of useful reform, con- 
tained suggestions which, if adopted, would in all 
probability have stopped for a time further 
action; it was at the next meeting withdrawn, 
and the session ended, after which the committee 
was reappointed, and strengthened by the addi- 
tion of all the Presidents of allied Societies, and an 
interim report of a colourless nature was laid 
before the Institute, which, after a desultory dis- 
cussion, was adopted and circulated, together 
with a statement that during the recess the views 
of the allied Societies would be ascertained, 
after which a further report would be submitted. 
Hence the formal consideration of the subject by 
your Council, and the printing and circulation of 
their opinions. 

It is to be regretted that those opinions were 
not arrived at and formulated at an earlier date ; 
but the holiday time was unsuitable for the con- 
sideration of so important a matter, and it is more 
than probable that the same reason prevented 
many of the allied Societies taking up a more 
decided attitude than they have in respect thereof. 
It is not, however, too late to hope that the 
business-like views of your Council may yet form 
a rallyi int around which the majority of 
the allie Cocieties will arrive at an understand- 
ing, and by united action force a full discussion of 
the subject. 

Although I fear this recital has been unin- 
teresting, it has been necessary, in order that you 
may realise the objects at which we are aiming. 

I am not at liberty to detail the views expressed 
by other allied Societies at present, because the 
copy of them forwarded to me, as a member of 
the Committee, is marked “ Private and con- 
fidential,” but I may summarise them thus. Of 
the fourteen allied Societies, thirteen have through 
their Councils expressed opinions upon the 
“interim report.” Two am adopt, without 
further suggestion, the recommendations thereof. 
Eight desire that the subscriptions of provincial 
members should be materially reduced, or, 
What is equal thereto, that a larger percentage 
should be contributed to the provincial Societies. 
Five desire that the library and rooms of 
the Institute be made more available for 
use by provincial members. One other 
Society adopts, with slight modifications, the 
Opinions formulated by your Council, and at 
least ten of the societies in various ways, but 
somewhat indefinitely, appear to realise that some 
such reform of the Institute is desirable in the 
interest of the profession at large, and particularly 
‘na manner favourable to provincial members. 

Anxious as I am that decided action should 
take place, I am still more concerned that the 
;Siation should not develop antagonistic feeling 

tween country and town ; that, in my opinion, 
Would be contrary to the interests of the Institute 
4S well as of the provincial Societies, and conse- 
quently of the profession generally. One reason 

ve for particularly demanding your attention 


at the present time is to endeavour to make clear 
to you, and to those concerned, that the action 
of your Council is particularly directed towards 
the consolidation of the Institute and the 
strengthening of all the provincial Societies. 

To make this clear, it is necessary to go some- 
what more into detail with regard to the opinions 
formulated by your Council. 

_ No. tis That the recommendations of the 
interim report of the Election of Fellows Com- 
mittee are altogether inadequate, if it is desired 
that the Institute should become the actual repre- 
sentative body of the British Architectural pro- 











fession throughout the country. 
Now, the recommendations of this * interim 
report ” run thus :— 


A.—That the proportion of one vote against, to 
two in favour, exclude from election, in place of one 
against, to four in favour, as at present. 

B,—That the form of voting-papers be altered, so 
that the names on the list voted against have to be 
crossed out. 

C.—That attention be called to the requirements 
of the Council as to the drawings, &c., to accompany 
an application for Fellowship. 

D.—That a circular be issued to all Associates 
who have been over ten years in that class, pointing 
out that, in the interests of the Institute, Associates 
= are eligible should come forward for election as 

ellows, 


I ask you, gentlemen, is it at all likely that 
such mere alterations of the voting-papers and 
method of voting will encourage a single addi- 
tional practising architect to become a Fellow? 
Or will it add, in any way, to the honour con- 
ferred upon those who come forward for election, 
because the voting in their favour might be just 
over two to one? Or would any man feel more 
dishonoured by being blackballed by one in two 
than he would be by one in four? Or is it simply 
a question whether, by a stroke of the pen given, 
those who are undesirable will be rejected, and, 
if withheld, those who are worthy will be 
elected. 

You will, I feel sure, agree in saying certainly 
not ; and rejoice with me that your Council have 
had the courage to place on record that such 
recommendations are “altogether inadequate to 
meet the requirements of the profession through- 
out the country.” 

No, 2 opinion is, that a more decided step in 
that direction would be to afford facilities for the 
formation of ‘‘ Branches” in the provinces as pro- 
vided in By-law No. 76. 

That is a definite scheme looked forward to by 
those who drew up the Charter of the Institute. 

No. 3 is, That the constitution of such ‘‘ Branches” 
should be uniform in all essentials as regards their 
connexion with the Institute, but with latitude and 
freedom of action locally. 

At present the allied Societies, all constituted 
for very similar purposes, go their separate 
ways, having, with few exceptions, the least 
possible influence locally, and practically no 
support or influence throughout their respective 
districts, and ho opportunitiés whatever for 
collective action, and yet some of them, so far, 1 
regret to say, fear to attach themselves to the 
greater body, and unite together for mutual 
support and influence. 

Our opinion is that it is quite possible to secure 
close union throughout the country, and yet that 
each Society may possess perfect freedom of action 
locally, freedom fuller than any at present 
enjoyed, because strengthened by having the 
whole body of the Institute and all ‘‘ Branches” 
at its back. 


No. 4is, That should it be determined to form 
‘*Branches”’ of the Institute, the identity of no 
existing provincial society must be lost, its title in 
all cases to be retained with the addition of the 
words ‘‘a Branch of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects.” 


As the planets revolve around the sun, 
influenced thereby and influencing one another, 
each with its distinctive name and functions, 
yet all members of one solar system, let each 
‘¢ Branch” retain its distinctive title and exercise 
its duties, proud of its connexion with the parent 
stem and all its ramifications. 

No. 5 is, That each ‘ Branch” should be managed 
by a President, who must be a Fellow of the 
Institute, two Vice-Presidents, either Fellows or 
Associates, a suitable number of members of 
Council, and other officials, at least one half of 
whom must be Fellows or Associates of the Insti- 
tute, the remainder being ordinary members of the 
local Society. 

It is in the governing bodies of the several 
‘ Branches” that intimate connexion with the 
Institute and with one another must be sought, 
and, therefore, it is urged that there must be 


therein at least a predominating number or 
Fellows and Associates of the Institute. 

Some may question why all should not be 
such. The answer is that at least for some time 
to come it would be unwise to shut out those who 
have not so far seen fit to join the Institute, or 
those who have not yet advanced sufficiently to 
pass the Examination, from taking part in the 
management of local Societies, because such 
Societies have been, and are now, principally 
supported by those classes. Yet I sincerely hope 
and believe that if ‘* Branches” of the Institute 
be formed on a broad and liberal basis, 
there will be far greater interest taken 
by senior members of the pgofession in the 
doings of local Societies than there is at present. 

No. 6 is ‘‘ That the President of each ‘ Branch’ 


should be ex-officio a member of the Council of the 
Institute.” 


This is simply in accord with an existing by-law 
(No. 25, section 4) of the Institute, except that 
the title of ‘‘ Chairman ” and not * President ”’ is 
employed. 


No. 7 is ‘‘That one half of the subscription of 
each Fellow and Associate be refunded by the 
Institute to the local ‘Branch’ of which he is a 
member. Such sum to cover his subscription to 
the ‘ Branch.’” 


Upon the subject of reduction of subscription, 
there is a very strong feeling among provincial 
members, and inasmuch as there is no by-law of 
the Institute regulating the contribution which 
may be made to ‘* Branches,” whereas under 
By-law No. 81 that to allied Societies is limited 
to one-fourth of the subscription of those members 
who are also members of such Societies, it is 
evident that without the revision of such by-law 
no further contribution can be expected from the 
Institute to the allied Societies, yet by the forma- 
tion of ‘‘ Branches” there is an opportunity for 
arranging an increase of the contribution made, 
which is much needed for local purposes. 


No. 8 is ‘All Fellows and Associates of the 
Institute residing or having an office within a district 
to be by right members of the local Branch; in 
addition to which there may be Ordinary Members 
who must be actively engaged in architectural work. 
Honorary Members being persons interested in 
architecture and the allied arts who have no voice 
in the management of the Society.” 


Herein would lie the strength of the Institute 
as well as of the provincial Societies. What we 
now have to deplore is not only the callousness 
and even the hostility of provincial architects to 
the claims of the Institute, but also that they 
neither encourage the local Societies by their 
presence nor by subscribing thereto. If by 
liberal measures of reform it will be con- 
sidered, as I trust it soon would be, a voluntary 
necessity for every practising architect of repute, 
as well as of every advanced assistant, to become 
a member of the Institute, what an accession of 
strength would accrue not only to the Institute 
but also to all ‘* Branches” constituted on the 
lines suggested. 

Mr. Bradley, in his recent address as President 
of the Liverpool Architectural Society, touched 
upon the financial connexion of the allied Societies 
with the Institute. Presuming that his figures 
are approximately correct, there is a return of 
about 200/. from the subscriptions of members of 
the Institute to the allied societies, or an average 
of little more than 14/. to each. 

There are, however, at the present time some 
240 Fellows and 364 Associates in the provinces 
whose total subscriptions amount to 1,772/., con- 
sequently, if all such members be connected 
with the several “ Branches,” as suggested, the 
contributions from the Institute would, in the 
proportion proposed, amount to a total of 886/. ‘ 
or an average of about 64/. to each “ Branch,” if 
formed in the fourteen districts as at present 
ma out. 

Ricans, some will ask how it would be 
possible for the Institute to bear such a financial 
strain, and noone with a knowledge of its present 
resources and necessary expenditure would expect 
it could. It is, however, not too much to hope 
that there would be no difficulty in quickly 
doubling the number of provincial members, and 
that would result in securing an income, greater 
than at present received, even after doubling the 
contribution to provincial Societies. 

What would such an accession of a 
mean tothe ‘‘Branches?” Why, instead of a 
paltry 200/., there would not only be 8862, but 
about 1,750/ to divide among the fourteen 
societies in proportion to their strength, and, in 
addition, the subscriptions of ordinary members. 

Consider what advantages may result from 





such an accession to their funds, for instead of, 
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as now, d ing on from year to year in an 
rare Phas unable to undertake any useful 
functions, they would have money at their com- 
mand which, if judiciously employed, might add 
greatly to their influence and powers for good. 
It is possible I may be over samguine in this 
matter, but of this I feel convinced that now is 
the time for action. If the Institute is _well- 
advised it will make a forward movement in the 
hope of strengthening itself as well as of giving 
greater vitality to the provincial Societies, other- 
wise it is to be feared that the time is not far 
distant when each will shift for itself and the 
national character of the Institute will be lost. 


No. 9 is That the Council of each ‘‘ Branch” shall 
bave power to determine as to application for exemp- 
tion from preliminary examination, so as to avoid 
the necessity of attendance in London, 


This is not only a matter of convenience, which 
I understand can even now be secured, but it 
indicates that some of the functions now exercised 
principally by the Institute should be transferred 
to the local Societies which, in time, as they 
become strengthened, may undertake additional 
duties and so relieve the Institute in the interest 
of provincial candidates for membership. 


No. 10 is That, until the last period of election in 
the session terminating in the year 1900, the election 
of Fellows should continue as at present or on 
slightly modified lines: each ‘‘Branch” having 
power through its Council to recommend for election 
architects residing in the district and otherwise 
eligible. 

It is not likely that unreasonable opposition 
will again be offered to the election of qualified 
men of repute, and therefore the existing method 
of election may in its essentials be retained for a 
time, but the intention of the last clause respect- 
ing the recommendation of architects residing in 
the district by the Council of any ‘* Branch”’ is 
intended to be effective, and that such recom- 
mendations should only take place after careful 
inguiry and consideration by the local body, and, 
when made, should be accepted by the Institute 
Council without question, and the candidates put 
forward for election at once in the ordinary way. 

The reason for this must be obvious, because 
the architectural status of such candidates must 
be better known, or more easily ascertained, by 
the local than by the general Council; but to 
prevent any personal or local prejudice acting 
unjustly towards a candidate, it may be necessary 
to provide for some form of appeal to the general 
Council. 

No. 11 is That after the session terminating in 
the year 1900 the election of Fellows, other than 
from the class of Associates, should be subject to 
Examination as provided for in the Charter, 


It is strange to me, and I know it is to many 
who have clearly shown their regard for the 
Institute and their love of the profession, that 
objection should be taken to such a step. 

The exact date for determining the existing 
method of electing Fellows is not very imp->ttant ; 
but surely it would be possible during the sa‘ 
three years to gather in all who are eligible and 
will ever desire to become Fellows. To those 
who do not join the ranks of the Institute within 
that time there surely can be no hardship if, when 
they wish to do so hereafter, a more definite 
system is provided to ensure that they are worthy. 

No attempt has as yet been made, so far as I 
am aware, to define exactly to what form of 
examination candidates for Fellowship should 
submit. 
to he on the same lines as for Associates, 


If I may venture to suggest the difference that | polis. 


should exist between the two, I would say that 
for Associates the Examination should be con- 
ducted so as to bring out the candidate’s theo- 
retical knowledg? of matters relating to building 
construction and the art of architecture ; and that 
for Fellows the Examination should be such as 
will demonstrate whether the theoretical know- 
ledge of the candidate has been practically applied 
to a satisfactory extent so far as his opportunities 
have enabled him to exercise his art, accom- 
panied by a careful scrutiny of his professional 
integrity. 

No. 12 is That the business of the Institute should 
be so arranged that in each Session there be four 
principal meetings of the Council, at which matters 
of importance to the whole profession, reports of 
committees, proposals of candidates for membership, 
&c., shall be taken, so as to enable Presidents of 
‘* Branches” and of allied Societies to take a more 
active share in the work of the Institute, one of such 
meetings to be hcld annually in rotation at a Branch 
centre. 


Some such rearrangement of the business of 
the Institute will become an absolute necessity 


if there is to be any ent connexion between 
it and provincial ieties ; because, however 
anxious and willing may be Presidents of pro- 
vincial Societies to take part in the business of 
the Institute, it is utterly impossible for them to 
attend such frequent meetings as are now held 
and keep in touch with what is going on. Con- 
sequently their position as members of the 
Council is thoroughly ineffective and of no prac- 
tical value. re so far as it is advisable that 
provincial members be placed on Committees, 
consideration must be given also to their con- 
venience in fixing dates for meeting. Since I 
have, as your representative, been a member of 
the Institute Council, I have at times received no 
less than three summonses to attend meetings in 
London on separate days in one week. The ex- 
ceptionally exacting nature of our business pre- 
vents the possibility of regular attendance even 
from Birmingham, while many of the district 
centres are at much greater distances. Time is 
certainly of importance, and the expense which 
must be incurred is worthy of consideration. 

The holding of one Council meeting a year 
consecutively at a ‘* Branch” centre I regard of 
importance as a means for keeping ir touch with 
the several provincial Societies. Most other 
bodies, such as the Institution of Engineers, of 
Chartered Accountants, the Incorporated Law 
Society, and many more have annual conferences, 
and muster in large numbers on such occasions in 
various places throughout the country; from 
what I have seen of such there appears to be 
engendered thereby an esprit de corps and a recog- 
nition on the part of the public; both sadly 
lacking in the architectural world. 

No. 13.—-That the rooms of the Institute and the 
books in the library be made more available for use 
by provincial members. 


This was purposely left somewhat vague by your 
Council, not because it is unimportant or consi- 
dered of slight value, for many'of the allied Socie- 
ties have expressed a similar desire ; but it is 
thought that if closer connexion be secured be- 
tween the Institute and the provincial societies, 
such matters are sure to receive due attention. 

The opinions of your Council and the views 
of the allied Societies will, on November 3 
next, be taken into consideration by the Com- 
mittee appointed—a large and representative 
body, consisting of no less than thirty-nine 
members, of whom seventeen are from the pro- 
vinces. What may be the result of their 
deliberations it is impossible to say; but from 
the large correspondence I have had on the subject, 
and by attendance at the Council and Committee 
meetings, I have reason to hope that the necessity 
for some decided action is making itself known 
to the minds of many metropolitan as well as to 
most provincial architects. 

It is with much regret that I have to inform 
you that Mr. William H. White, the Secretary 
of the Institute for many years past, died last 
Wednesday. His loss will be severely felt, for 
he has performed his duties with marked ability, 
and it will be difficult to refill his place. 

Let us, however, hope that some one may be 
fo..-a with the necessary qualifications, and that 
he may be imbued with the spirit of progress, 
so that, with the good will of the Council, he 
may help forward the movement which aims at 
extending the usefulness of the Institute through- 
out the country.

In its trade, its manufactures, its com- 
merce, and to some extent in its art matters, it 
may fairly claim such a distinction.

Last year I mentioned that out of the 
forty-one senior members of this Association only 
four are Fellows of the Institute, and yet there 
are no less than 120 practising architects whose 
names appear in the Birmingham Directory, 
while our district comprises the five counties 
of Warwickshire, Worcestershire, Staffordshire, 
Shropshire, and Herefordshire. Is it likely that 
such a minority can command the influence 
and respect which ought to be accorded to 
an Association covering so large and important 
an area? How slight are its opportunities, 
as at present constituted, for obtaining suitable 
support and recognition or power to cope with 
the work it ought to undertake. In London 
the strength of the Institute enables it not only to 
make its influence felt by the County Council, 
which has taken its opinions on many important 
matters, such as the Metropolitan Building By-

recognised by Parliament, and exercises sho 
statutory powers the examinations for district 
surveyors in London and of building surveyors 
under Local Authorities. In some provincial 
cities I find that Architectural Socicties obtain 
greater recognition than we have hitherto secured 
their opening meetings year by year being graced 
by the presence of the Lord Mayors, Mayors

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“THE ARK OF THE COVENANT,” 
STAMFORD HILL, 


A PLACE of worship which, in some respec; 
is remarkable, has alanis been erected fee us 
use of a congregation at Stamford Hill, who call 
it “* The Ark of the Covenant.” The structure 
may be generally described as being in the form 
of a modern Gothic stone church of fourtteenh. 
century detail, consisting of a short and wide 
nave with a shallow polygonal apse at the east 
end and a tower with a tall and slender spire at 
the we:t; a shallow recess in the south wall 
accommodates a small organ, and thete are a 
meeting room and vestry beneath one end, 

So far as this general scheme, the architectura! 
details, and so on, are concerned, they do not 
differ greatly from hundreds of moder churches 
and chapels throughout the country, unless the 
unusual richness of some of the material and the 
courage of the architects—Messrs, J. Morris & 
Son, of Reading—in using Jacobean details in 
the furniture and boundary wall call for notice, 
But the architects have shown their courage in 
another way in calling to their aid Mr. Walter 
Crane to design the stained glass for the windows, 
and Mr. A. G. Walker, the sculptor, to execute 
the various symbolical figures and the carving 
with which the structure is in every sense adorned. 

All the windows are filled with stained-glass 
designed by Mr. Crane, and made by Mr. F.S. 
Sparrow, of West Kensington.* But the eight 
in the north and south walls are not so ambitious, 
nor, as we think, are all of them so successful 
within the limits of that ambition as the others. 
The ground of the design in these windows is 
dark, chiefly rich blues and greens, and upon it 
are traced conventional plants, such as the rose, 
lily, pomegranate, vine, iris, &c., to a large scale; 
the stalks being used to get some bold lines, and 
the flowers or fruit to give spots of strong con- 
trasting colour. The efiect is original and very 
much richer than anything one usually sees in com- 
paratively simple glass ; but we think the scale of 
the designs is too large for the position, and that in 
two or three instances the lines and spots stand 
out too glaringly. Of the glass in the east and 
west windows it is difficult to write without 
superlatives; for richness and magnificence of 
colour we believe it never has been, and is not 
likely to be, surpassed. It is true that the 
colours are mostly dark in tone, and many doctrin- 
aires might condemn it as g/ass for shutting out 
light ; but though dark, it is translucent, and the 
absence of white light probably aids the effect, 
by preventing any distraction of the eye 
from the brilliant tones. It is hardly, 
pethaps, within our province to deal with 
the meaning of the subjects, but, briefly, in 
the west windows a rising sun, behind a pool of 
water, represents the rising of “the Sun of 
Righteousness with healing in his wings,” and 
all nature and the angels are represented 2 
wondering spectators, while death, pain, Xc., 0 
human form, shrink away. In the windows o 
the apse, Peace, in the form of a dove, Security, 
in that of a lion, and the miraculous trans/ations 
to Heaven of Enoch and Elijah, are repiesente¢. 
Of the drawing it is enough to say that it is Mr. 
Walter Crane’s, and without the hardness and 
extreme definition which one has felt to be the 
one defect in some of his work. 

The most striking pieces of sculpture are 4 
gigantic stone figures on the lowest ofi-sets of the 
tower buttresses, representing the four re 
or “‘living creatures,” described in the i 
chapter of the Book of Revelation, treading under 
foot Death, Sorrow, Crying, and Pain, in human 
form. The same symbolism is repeated, =! 
poverty of idea for which the sculptor 1s any 
not responsible, in the bronze figures on 4 
summits of the same buttresses, and twice insic¢ 
the building, in the corbels which carry the - 
trusses.

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‘king the spectator otherwise than is in- 
roe It woud perhaps have been beyond 
the powers of any artist to impart a similar 
aspect to the gigantic lion, calf, and eagle on the 
other sides. ‘These four figures are much too 
large from two points of view ; they unscale the 
building, and the fact of their being much larger 
than life size immensely increases the inevitable 
difficulty which the artist must have felt in avoid- 
ing the ludicrous when treating the animals. The 


bronze figures at the top of the tower look as if 
they would be very effective as pieces of sculpture | 
at something less than half the height, and perhaps | 
in somewhat different surroundings ; where they | 


are, less detail and a coarser material would be 
far more effective and less incongruous. 

The building only holds between 300 and 400 
worshippers, and has cost considerably over 


14,0004., but the greater part of the money has | 


been well spent: if the architects had omitted the 
two little castor-like pinnacles flanking the west 
end we do not know that we should make any 
exceptions.

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ARCHITECTURAL ASSOCIATION 
CONVERSAZIONE : 
THE EXHIBITION OF DRAWINGS, 
Tue Annual Conversazione of the Architec- 


tural Association was held on Friday evening last | 


week at the Church House ; a most suitable and 
convenient place for it, both in regard to the 
architectural character of the room, with its fine 
open timber roof, and the large area of the floor ; 
but the suitability was unfortunately marred by the 
fact that the hall had not been warmed--through 


whose fault, or through what defect in the heating | 


system, we know not, but the result was very un- 
fortunate ; every one was complaining of the cold, 
and half the ladies had to take refuge in wraps 


and shawls, thereby depriving the gathering of | 


some of its brilliancy of appearance. It is to be 
hoped a mistake of this kind will not occur 
again, 

The members and guests were received by Mr. 
and Mrs. Beresford Pite. The band of the 
Honourable Artillery Company played in the 


centre of the room from time to time, their | 


performances being relieved by those of the 
‘*Rainbow Amateur Mandoline and Guitar 
Society,” a band of lady minstrels who per- 
formed, on the dais at the end of the hall, some 
very pretty and characteristic music which formed 
an effective contrast to the heavier strains 
of the Artillery band. In both cases the music 
was good enough to be pleasant to listen to, with- 
out making too much demand on the listeners’ 
attention, which is just what music on such an 
occasion should be. 

_ As for the delights of the eye, besides those 
furnished by the better half of the guests and 
their toilettes—the latter, as aforesaid, unhappily 
partially over-shrouded against the rigor of the 
climate—various objects had, as usual, been lent 
in order to add to the appearance of the room or 
the interest of the meeting. It would not become 
us to say too much about our own contribution, the 
series of views of the English cathedrals, lent by 
the request of the President (the author of two 
or three of the best drawings among them), and 
which made a good show in two lines on either 
side of the hall. Considering, however, that a 
good many of these are among the best drawings 
of the best draughtsmen of the day, it is not sur- 
prising that they appeared to attract a good deal 
of attention ; and considering that there had been 
a kind of understanding, we believe, that the 
decorative element on the cccasion, having regard 
to the genius loci, should tend towards the 
illustration of ecclesiastical work, it may be ad- 
mitted that a series of English Cathedral views 
came in very appropriately. 

_ The exhibition of Ecclesiastical furniture, 
fittings, tapestries, metal-work &c., was of con- 
siderable interest, comprising a complete set of 
choir-stalls, executed from the designs of Mr. 
W. D, Carée by Mr. A. Robinson—a very in- 
teresting example of modern church work—and 
also an oak reredos, designed by Mr. Fellowes 
Pryane, the panels painted with figures on a 
plain gold background ; the embroidered altar 
‘rontal for this was designed and executed by Mr. 
A. Stalman, who also exhibited some other

David. Messrs. Essex & Co. supplied 
numerous designs for wall papers, and 
| Messrs. Cardinal & Harford and Tuberville 
Smith provided the very large amount of carpets, 
rugs, &c., the colour of which lent considerable 
aid to the appearance of the great hall. Messrs. 
Hayward & Sons, Burlison & Grylls, Longdon & 
Co., and The Venice & Murano Glass Co. also 
contributed to the exhibition. 

It remains now that we should bestow some 
attention on what may be called the serious elemen* 
in the show, viz., the competition drawings for 
various prizes which were exhibited on the walls. 
| Both the drawings with which the Association 
| travelling student won his prize, which were to be 
| seen on the staircase, and those he has made on 

his tour are remarkable ; they are well up to the 
standard of the work usually submitted in more 
important competitions. The minuteness and 
exactness of the former, the clean, sharp, even 
line and steady hand, and the care and judg- 
ment shown even in the variations of the 
thickness of the lines and colour of the ink 
could go no farther. Mr. De Gruchy’s later 
and freer sketches and drawings testify to 
the benefit he derived from submitting his 
/eye and hand (and his brain too) to the 
idiscipline of producing such work. These 
drawings were jealously guarded from the critic by 
a bank of flowers (surrounding a throne on which 
the President might have been seated, but was 
not), but we could see the strong pencil and wash 
work was inspired by a real knowledge of form 
and detail, and of the best and most expeditious 
manner of suggesting it. The studies made for 
what the Association now calls the Elementary 
Ornament and Colour Class looked interesting, as 
usual, but they were not placed where they could 
| be well seen or long studied. Mr. Long’s 
drawings, which have been awarded the Andrew 
Oliver prize, are creditable for a beginner, such 
as presumably the members of the Sketching and 
Measuring Class are. On a side table, among 
| the photographs taken during last summer excur- 
| sion, were several careful little water-colour 
drawings of St. Mark’s, Venice, by Mr. Hender- 
| son, a member of the Association. 

Passing from drawings to designs, we are dis- 
posed to accord to the latter somewhat greater 
attention, for an exhibition of students’ designs has 
always a special interest. A great portion of the 
work may be commonplace or worse, but in the 
best of it there is often a freshness of ideas which 
is piquant and pleasing, and an absence of those 
incongruous touches and obvious compromises 
| which come of the fettering conditions under which 
their seniors work. One cannot help,‘too, looking 
|to such an exhibition for a peep into the possible 
future ; it must indeed be a reasonably sure guide 
to the present aims and sympathies of the architects 
who will shortly come upon the scene. 

It would not be kind to say very much 
about the design for the Association Medal. 
The theme of ‘‘Premises for the Archi- 
tectural Association” does not seem to have 
inspired any of the three competitors, and 
no one can be surprised that the medal 
was not awarded. The interest really centres 
in the work of the School of Design. The 
method of the Association design clas:es was 
altered at the beginning of the past year, re- 
verting to some extent to the old voluntary one, 
and, at the same time, introducing the important 
element of a classification which aimed at making 
the study of materials and the methods of working 
them the primary consideration. Of the extent 
to which the latter aim has been successful the 
judgment formed on the evidence of these 
drawings must be favourable: in most cases 
materials are suitably used, and not made to do 
work for which others would be better fitted ; 
and the details of the work are, almost without 
exception, capable of execution by the methods 
‘usually employed, without having to resort to un- 
usual and extravagant ones. Exception might 
be taken to some things, of course, as, for 
instance, the excessive tenuity of some of Mr. 
Lyon’s oak cresting in his pulpit design, and to 
the weight in Mr. P. Rider Smith’s iron gates 
which would result from the great amount of 
material in the upper panels; also it may be 
doubted if a large rain-pipe head could be very 
|conveniently made of 7-lb. sheet lead (chiefly), 
\as seems to be proposed by Mr. Ward, of the 


| elementary class ; but on the whole one sees that | 





the nature and possibitities of the materials used 
have been studied with great care. 

In the Advanced Class, the silver medal 
was awarded to Mr. William J. Devlin, princi- 
pally, no doubt, for the excellence of the three 
whole buildings, the technical school, conva- 
lescent home and warehouse. We like the last- 
named best, its simplicity and lack of affectation 
have great charm ; the technical school is well 
planned and the convalescent home is both prac- 
tical and picturesque. The iron screen, oak 
pulpit, and marble fountain fall, we think, con- 
siderably behind the parallel designs of some 
other members of the class ; the screen is espe- 
cially unworthy. In the design which won the 
bronze medal, Mr. T. H. Lyon succeeded well 
with a delightful stone lodge and screen with iron 
entrance gates, and with his iron and copper 
grille and painted oak pulpit—notwithstanding 
the fault we found above with the latter; his 
labourers’ cottages are also well done and pretty ; 
his failures are the technical school and ware- 
house, both rather weak, and his marble fountain, 
which is positively ugly. In the same class Mr. 
Edwin Nicholson receives hon. mention; his 
convalescent home is the best exhibited, it is 
symmetrically and conveniently planned, and the 
quiet elevations with their stucco and green paint 
and long low tile roof are pleasantly restful ; his 
iron grill is also good and has the same quiet 
restraint; the drawing of the oak pulpit is feeble, 
but indicates that the work itself might be 
very good. Of the other designs by members of 
the advanced class, the technical school by Mr. 
E. W. Sloper, and lodge and entrance gates, 
especially the latter, by Mr. W. A. Forsyth, are 
excellent, and the technical school by Mr. Robt. 
Angell, too terrible for words. The technical 
school by Mr. M. S. Hack, and convalescent 
home by Mr. J. R. Stark are worthy efforts. 

Mr. Carter’s drawings which gained the silver 
medal in the Elementary Class are a good all- 
round set of drawings headed by a couple of 
very “‘advanced ” designs ; of distinguished merit 
however, if old-fashioned people will allow us to 
say so. The work of this class was divided into 
trades, and each meeting except the last dealt 
with a design for a piece of work in a given 
trade, for a supposititious country house ; the last 
meeting took up a combination in the porch of 
the house. Mr. Carter’s porch is broad and low, 
with two short stone columns on a high moulded 
plinth, bearing up a flat wooden roof covered 
with lead. The columns are altogether uncon- 
ventional, and so is the green and yellow joinery 
of the entrance doors ; the capping moulding of 
the seat would not be comfortable, and the two 
gilt finials are rather puerile, but the whole is 
pleasing. The coloured plaster frieze is equaliy 
unconventional, but it seems to have been 
rather dragged in, since the cornice and ceiling, 
of which, by the bye, he manages to make very 
little, were the subject given, Mr. W. H. 
Ward’s best effort for the bronze medal is a large 
lead rain-water head, before referred to, the 
design of which is good, if not very striking; his 
other work is on a very even level of moderate 
excellence. Mr. Jobn S. Lee’s drawings show 
more than average gocd taste and an ambition 
to break away from commonplace models, things 
of promise for the future when study and experi- 
ence shall be added thereto. There is little 
among the work of other members of the class 
which is very striking, but a porch by Mr. L. K. 
Hall is quaint and might be pleasing. 

The collection as a whole reflects the eclectic 
tastes of the day. The inspiration is drawn 
from some of the work in recent competitions 
for Institute and Academy prizes, and in the case 
of some of the iron screens, from recently- 
published drawings of Spanish work. Of the 
historic styles the later English Renaissance is 
the only one used in its natural shape, though 
the influence of the latest phase of Gothic, as 
well as of the transition, may be seen here and 
there. There is a tendency to symmetry, sobriety, 
and breadth in the masses, combined with 
extreme richness of ornamental details, a striving 
in many cases to do without traditional forms, 
and a praiseworthy attempt in some to make the 
natural colour, texture, and other qualities of 
materials subserve zsthetic purposes. The draw- 
ing, as drawing, bas not the neatness and finish 
that one used to seein the Association class work, 
but it is practical and fairly good, the chiet 
defect being a want of freedom and decision in 
the full-size drawings, such as Is no disgrace to 
unpractised hands. The work exhibited is, of 
course, a selection only, but we think the visitors 
and others interested in the classes ought to be 
well satisfied ; perhaps, however, some of those 
who do not quite believe in Mr. Lethaby’s theories 
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may wonder whether in the end anything is 
likely to come of the evident and plucky effort of 
the young men of the day to throw over all the 
old forms indiscriminately and start fresh to 
evolve a new architecture.

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WOOD-CARVING, &c., AT 
CARPENTERS’ HALL, LONDON WALL. 


THE fourth Exhibition of Works in Wood and 
Wood-carving is now being held at Carpenters’ 
Hall, under the auspices of the Carpenters’ Com- 
pany, in conjunction with the Joiners’ Company, 
and will continue open, free to the public, till 
the 14th of next month. 

The competitions were arranged in seven 
divisions, viz. (a) Constructive Carpentry, (4) 
Ornamental Carpentry, (c) Joinery, (@) Cabinet- 
making, &c., (¢) Wood-carving, (/) Wood- 
carving for Apprentices, (g) Drawings, which 
were to be executed at the Hall. Each division 
is subdivided into classes, and the number of 
candidates in most of the classes is very satisfac- 
tory, the efforts of the City Companies having 
been rewarded with a large amount of success. 
Although in many cases a notable lack of the 
elementary principles of design is apparent, yet, 
taking the exhibits altogether, they are sound as 
regards their construction, and the technique 
displayed is in some cases exceptionally good. 

Taking the exhibits in the order mentioned 
above, Class I. is for ordinary roofs, and the first 
and second prizes go to the usual queen-post roof 
trusses with their accompanying details. No. 9 
in this class has sent in a very fair model of a 
roof, but, apparently owing to its unfinished 
state, the judges did not award a prize. 

In Class III, there are some excellent models 
of hammer-beam roofs, and the silver medal is 
awarded to No. 14, which is a very carefully 
executed copy of the roof over the great hall of 
Hampton Court Palace to a scale of 1 in. to the 
foot. The bronze medal is given for a well- 
finished model of a dome and cupola. No. 15 
is not at all a satisfactory roof, and the judges 
are to be commended in not awarding further 
prizes in this class. In Classes IV. and V., 
No. 20, with a model of a foot-bridge, and 
No. 21, with a model of underpinning, might 
well have received some recognition. No. 25, 
which is a very useful model of a grand stand, 
with the seats well raised so as to give the 
spectators a good view, gains the first prize ; 
and as these temporary structures are too often 
a source of danger to the public, this well-con- 
structed model deservedly takes the first 
position. Models of centres and different kinds 
of shores, which are evidently made by a well- 
trained mechanic, are awarded the second prize. 
There are some useful models of timbers used in 
tunnelling and shafting in this section. No. 23 is 
an ingenious model of an elevator, but it is 
doubtful if it would work with safety in practice. 
Class XI. contains models of staging to carry 
steam cranes, and Nos. 31 and 32 run each other 
very close for first place. No. 31 appears to be a 
fac-simile of the staging recently used in St. 
Paul's Churchyard. In ornamental carpentry 
there are some good exhibits, and No. 37, which 
is a model of an open porch in oak, seems almost 
to have escaped the eyes of the judges. The 
originality of this candidate should certainly have 
been rewarded. In the Joinery Division, Class I., 
the second prize is divided between two candi- 
dates, viz., No. 45 with a model of a complicated 
handrail which does the candidate much credit, 
and No. 49 with a model of a geometrical stair- 
case. No. 44 is an excellent model of a geo- 
metrical staircase for a shop, giving access to 
show-rooms, but the stairs are so steep that the 
judges apparently passed it over for this reason. 
In ( lass II, the second prize is divided between 
three candidates who have all done good models of 





circular work, Class IV. contains a very fair 
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design. Class IX., which is the omnibus class in 
wood-carving, contains over fifty exhibits, and 
Nos, 100, 102, and 103, show to what lengths 
really clever craftsmen can go when the 
elementary constructive principles of design have 
not been studied. These exhibits, indeed, form 
an object lesson of the waste of clever technical 
ability. The Gold Medal in this class, which is the 
only one awarded to any work in the Exhibition, 
is well earned by No. 114, which is a carved clock- 
case by Mr. Mark Rogers, junr. No. 146 in this 
class is a case of very clever carvings that show great 
versatility of treatment, and No. 105 is a well- 
executed oak mirror frame. No. 119 is a very 
simple jewel casket, designed by Mr. Walter 
Crane ; it is not very pleasing, but perhaps the in- 
different execution has marred the design. The 
gold medal and 20/., offered for a font cover, has 
not met with the response it deserved. No. 159, 
which the candidate proudly states is made up of 
11,894 pieces, is a clever puzzle, but has rightly 
been passed over by the judges. No. 156 is a 
free design, but evidently its proportion did not 
appeal to the committee. In the tools exhibits, 
Messrs. Syers & Co. have an improved plane, 
which is ingenious, and Mr. Crallana plough saw, 
which appears useful. The drawings done by the 
candidates at the Hall are very disappointing, and 
the trade has yet much to learn in this respect. 

The Loan Collection contains some very in- 
teresting examples, and the South Kensingtor 
Museum contribute a fine oak chimney-piece from 
a hunting lodge of King James I. Mr. Harry 
Hems, of Exeter, has an interesting collection 
of examples of fifteenth century Devonian rood- 
screen carvings, which are well worthy of study 
by wood-carvers. Mr. Wood lends a model of 
the centering used in the construction of Waterloo 
Bridge. This model was exhibited in 1884, when 
it gained the first prize. Mr. Wood was made a 
Freeman of the Carpenters’ gs Professor 
Banister Fletcher, Messrs. My utton Freeman, 
Horace Crace, Donaldson, Rogers, and Leopold 
de Rothschild also lend instructive collections. 
In the entrance lobby and hall are grouped the 
pick of the last session’s work of the Associated 
City Companies Trades’ Training Schools at Great 
Titchfield-street, and the students here show some 
very excellent work. We learn that there are 
at present over 270 craftsmen and apprentices 
now working at this school. We congratulate 
the Carpenters’ Company on the exhibition, 
which is an index of their zeal in the direction of 
the organisation of the craft.

COMPETITIONS. 


MEMORIAL STATUE, EpDINBURGH.—Shortl 
after the death of Mr. John Walker, who fill 
for many years the Manager’s chair of the North 
British Railway Company, a memorial movement 
was promoted. Some time ago it was decided 
that a statue of Mr. Walker should be erected in 
the reconstructed booking-hall of the Waverley 
Station, and designs were invited from a number 
of Scottish sculptors.

The tender of the Southgate Engineering Com- 
pany at 3,800/, for the supply of steam-piping, 
feed-pumps, &c., at Crossness Outfall was also 
accepted. 

Recreation Ground for Walworth.—The 
Council agreed to the following recommenda- 
tion of the Parks and Open Spaces Committee : 
‘‘That the Council do approve the estimate to 
be presented by the Finance Committee, and 
authorise the acquisition of the plot of land at 
East-street, Walworth, at a price of 5,375/., for 
the purpose of an open space, and do maintain 
the same when it is acquired, conditionally upon 
asum of 2,875/. being contributed towards the 
purchase-money by the Vestry of Newington, or 
from other sources, and to the laying-out being 
carried out at the expense of the Metropolitan 
Public Gardens Association ; and subject to any 
necessary Parliamentary power being obtained ;

Microscopical Examination of Water.—The 
Water Committee reported as follows :— 


‘“‘ Our attention has been called to the desirability 
of continuing the examination of the water supplied 
by the London water companies by the micro-filter 
method devised by the Council's chemist last year. 
The chemist, whom we have consulted on the 
matter, points out that the companies’ chemists re- 
port that there are no suspended matters in the 
London filtered water, and the official analyst, 
Dr. Frankland, does not refer to them in any 
way, while, on the other hand, the chemists 
who have made investigations for the Council 
have definitely supported the results obtained by 
the Council's chemist, in which he has been able 
to show that suspended matters are present in 
greater or less quantities, and that they are 
capable of being collected, weighed, and analysed 
when a sufficient quantity of water is taken; 
but by the exceedingly delicate method of micro- 
filtration devised by the chemist, the relative quan- 
tities and qualities are clearly differentiated even in 
small volumes of water. The chemist has submitted 
to us estimates of the cost of examining the water- 
supply of each company. For examining the water 
three times weekly, making twenty-four samples a 





veek, the cost would be 1o/. a week, and for a daily 
examination, making forty-eight samples a week, | 
14/108, The chemist advises that the examination. | 
although not chemically complete, would afford | 

‘bie data for indicating the variation in the 
ethevency of the filtration, and would be of extreme 
vue in view of future inquiries. We concur in this 


mon, but we think that it will be sufficient to 
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mediate cause for anxiety. There was no doubt 
that the money the Council spent would cause 
the water companies to look more closely to 
their filter beds, 

Dr. Longstaff said they were very much 
obliged to their chemist for devising so simple 
and efficient a method of analysis. A great prac- 
tical result of the examination had been that the 
water companies immediately began to improve 
their water. 

_Mr. Dickinson said that although it had 
hitherto been reported that the amount of sus- 
pended matter in the companies’ water was nil, 
Mr. Dibdin’s process showed that there was a 
very considerable amount of suspended matter in 
the water. There could be no doubt that since 
the inquiries into the state of the water were 
started there had been a remarkable improvement 
in the water delivery to the people of London. 

Mr. Fletcher thought that in view of the fact 
that Dr. Frankland was the Government analyst, 
he and Dr. Dibdin should be put in direct com- 
munication, and the matter left in their hands. 
He moved that the Report should be referred 
back. 

Lord Mountmorres seconded, stating that he 
had the highest opinion of Mr. Dibdin, the 
Council’s chemist, but thought in view of the 
fact that the Government provided analysts the 
proposed expenditure was unnecessary. 

Sir John Lubbock, M.P., said that Dr. Frank- 
land was a man of European reputation, and it 
was quite unnecessary to spend the ratepayers’ 
money in obtaining further analyses of the water 
after he had done his work. 

After further discussion, the amendment was 
lost without a division, and the recommendation 
agreed to.

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SCULPTURES IN BRONZE, 
ag HE two works here illustrated, by Mr. 
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A smaller works of sculpture in the last 
Royal Academy Exhibiton. ‘Love and the 
Mermaid,” which occupied a prominent posi- 
tion in the Octagon Hall, is the bronze replica of 
a model of the work exhibited the year before. 
It isa small group, not more than one-third life 
size, and is remarkable both for the pretty fancy 
displayed in it, and the admirable sculpturesque 
treatment of the lower figure, that of the Mer- 
maid. 

The other group is on a still smaller scale, but 
isa more serious work in feeling, and, in spite of 
its small scale, has a good deal of grandeur of 
effect arising from the outspread wings of the 
male figure, and the broad treatment of the 
drapery on which the sleeping figure reposes. 
We give illustrations of it in two positions, The 
group is an ideal poem in sculpture which needs 
no explanation or comment; both in feeling and 
style it struck us as one of the finest and most 
promising works in the Academy, and one which 
it would be quite worth while to carry out life 
size, either in bronze or marble. 

Both works are at present in the exhibition at 
the Walker Art Gallery, Liverpool, and the 
‘© Love and Mermaid” is, we understand, to be 
placed in the permanent Art Gallery of the Cor- 
poration in that building. 

The bronze casting of both works was done by 
Messrs. Singer & Sons of Frome; the smaller 
group by the c7ve perdue process. 





DESIGNS FOR HALL PAVEMENT, 
ROYAL ACADEMY. 


THE present paving of the Entrance Hall of 
the Royal Academy appearing to the Council to 
be too mean for the position, being composed 
of black and red Staffordshire tiles, Professor 
Aitchison was commissioned to prepare two alter- 
native designs, one for marble slabs, or inlay, the 
other for marble mosaic. The drawings were 
‘framed and sent to the Academy for exhibition, 
when, as we pointed out in reviewing the 
Academy architectural drawings, the framer mis- 
placed them so as to give the title marble inlay to 
the mosaic design, and vice versd, 

The reproduction gives the character and 
general treatment of the two designs, though in 
the case of the marble slab design the effect of 
the colouring produced by the employment of 
different richly-coloured marbles cannot be con- 
veyed. The mosaic design, being in black and 
white, appears here much as it does in the original 
drawing. 
| Hitherto, owing to the successive deaths of two 








Presidents, nothing further has been done jn 
regard to carrying out either of the designs, The 
marble slab or inlay design would have the richer 
effect of the two, but in regard to the foot-wear 
to which the floor must be subject during the 
Academy season, we are disposed to think that 
the black and white mosaic will be practically 
the better choice. The effect of the marble inlay 
must depend very much on the coloured slabs 
being maintained in their original lustre, and this 
it would hardly be possible to do for long. The 
plain black and white mosaic would retain its 
appearance better under the circumstances, 





ST. MARY’S HOSPITAL, CLARENCE 
MEMORIAL WING. 


THE extension of the present hospital build. 
ings has long been considered by the Board of 
Management and the staff of the hospital to 
be an absolute necessity, and steps were taken 
in this direction when the memorial to the 
late Duke of Clarence was proposed. The 
extension now commenced is towards Praed. 
street. The half basement of the building will 
be the new out-patients’ department. The ground- 
floor contains the main entrance, board room, and 
secretarial offices, resident medical officers’ rooms, 
and two separate entrances and stairs to the 
lying-in wards and the medical college. The 
first and second floors contain the new special 
wards, and on floors above there will be accom- 
modation for eighty-two nurses and about 
twenty-six students. The building will be faced 
with red bricks and stone dressings. The work 
was designed and is being carried out by Mr, 
William Emerson, of Westminster. The con- 
tractors are Messrs. Higgs & Hill. 

The drawing was exhibited at the last Royal 
Academy exhibition. 





RALPH ALLEN’S HOUSE, BATH. 


THE house was built during the first quar‘er 
of the eighteenth century from the design by John 
Wood, as a private residence for Allen, In 
the year 1725 the post-office was removed from 
the old premises in Jath-street, and this house 
was suitably enlarged for conducting the postal 
business. 

Tke hcuse now represented was Allen’s private 
residence, afterwards enlarged by Killigrew. The 
centre was originally surmounted by a low plain 
attic story above the first floor. This story was 
removed, and the present double story, uniform 
with the original work, substituted. Fiom the 
centre was a sloping terraced walk leading down 
from the front of the house, and commanding an 
extensive view of Hampton Downs. 

The buildings were associated with the post- 
office and R. Allen until his death in 1764, and 
there the postal business was conducted by his 
nephew, Philip Allen, until his death in 1785; 
then the place was neglected. } 

At the beginning of this century the right wing 
was pulled down to make way for street altera- 
tions. The terraces were levelled up, and houses 
and offices were built round until the old house 
has become almost hemmed in out of sight.

When near the end of the bungalow it passed out 
down the wall across the end of the square to 
E Company’s (my own) bungalow, travelling up 
the wall on to the roof, knocking off a pro- 
jecting rain-water pipe and down a zinc venti- 
lating-pipe, under which was Joe Crook’s cot; 
passing out of the pipe it exploded with a 
terrific report, and a distinctly sulphurous smell. 
Poor Crook was killed on the bed where he was 
sitting. Part of the current travelled down the 
punkah wire, setting fire to the punkah; another 
portion passed into his rifle standing near the wall, 
fusing the brass muzzle stopper, blowing the 
hammer to half-cock and splitting off a portion of 
the toe of the butt. The discharge then seemed to 
pass out of the building in various directions, one por- 
tion passing within 12 inches of myself, whose cot was 
20 ft. from Crook’s. I was the second man to reach 
him so soon as we recovered our senses, but he just 
asked for water and died without a mark on him.

RURAL DRAINAGE.—Cuap, XVIII. 


aap] ROM the last chapter it will be seen (1) 
That water-carried sewage is practically 
2.See) water polluted with about 5 parts of 
effe.e organic matter in suspension and solution 
in every 10,000, and containing about 73 parts in 
10,000 of inorganic matter. 

2. That so-called Sewage Purification consists 
in converting the effete organic matter into 
nitrites and nitrates of the mineral bases present 
in the sewage and carbonic acid gas. 

3. That this change is effected by means of 
minute organisms supplied by the sewage itself, 
and known as bacteria. 

4. That these special or nitrifying bacteria are 
aécrobi, that is, require air and its contained 
oxygen for their existence. 

5. That in the partial or total absence of air 
another class of bacteria (putrefying) come into 
operation, the action of which results in the pro- 
duction of ammonium sulphide and of indeter- 
minate nitrogenous compounds, offensive and 
noxious. 

6. That the organic matter in suspension is 
principally of fcecal origin, is more prone to 
secondary decomposition, and is less readily 
decomposed by the nitrifying organisms than the 
organic matter in solution, due, according to 
Dr. Rideall, to the presence in foeces of ‘*com- 
pounds like indole and skatole ; which are anti- 
septic in their action, and which are secreted 
during the process of digestion in sufficient quan- 
tities to bring that process to a standstill.— 
‘* Journal of the Sanitary Institute,” Vol. xxii., 
part I, p. 21. 

7. That sewage disposal should consist in the 
efficacious and economical reduction of the con- 
tained organic matter in such a manner that the 
process may not be a nuisance or injurious to 
health, and so tbat the nitrites and nitrates pro- 
duced may be utilised for plant food, so far as 
these two objects are compatible. 

Although the subject of sewage disposal has 
only become prominent within recent years, it 
must be remembered that the process is as 
ancient as life itself, and that Nature has been 
carrying on the work from the beginning in her 
own unostentatious manner. The most casual 
observer must have remarked and marvelled at 
the rapid disappearance of effete or exhausted 
organic matter when Nature is given a fair chance 
and not interfered with. 

‘*Such things as pieces of wood or leather, 
about the toughest of organic materials, become 
softened and permeated by fungoid growth, and 
finally crumble away. In some parts of the 
country, rags of all kinds are largely used for 
manure. Through the autumn and winter these 
may be seen lying on the surface, but when in 





spring the tilling of the land goes forward, and 
the fermentation of the soil commences, the 
coarsest of these rags disappear. If wood, 
leather, and rags disappear, leaves and animal 
execrement disappear, as we all know, far more 
readily.” (‘* Rural Hygiene” by Dr. G. V. 
Poore, p. III.) 

The grand circle of Nature’s action in which all 
that death leaves behind becomes the subsistence 
of life to follow, so that nothing is wasted has 
been too often discussed to need repetition here. 
Nature’s working, like that of all great forces, is 
so silent that man is apt to underrate or even fail 
in perceiving the irrepressible strength which is 
being exerted. 

While population was scattered and sufficient 
land was attached to each dwelling and was 
utilised, everything went well and systems of 
sewage disposal were unknown. With the over- 
crowding of population the available adjoining 
land disappeared, or at any rate became inade- 
quate and Nature protested. This protest took 
the form of evil smells, sickness, and death, 
attracting at length public attention, and leading 
to the institution of so-called sanitary reform. 
The earlier sanitarians were, however, too 
ignorant to assist Nature to perform the additional 
work which the vicissitudes of modern life had 
cast upon her, and tried to undertake the entire 
work themselves, Finding that their methods 
were no substitute for Nature, sanitarians at last 
perceived that the only true road to success was 
by becoming her humble students, making them- 
selves acquainted with her methods and prin- 
ciples, and making these the framework of their 
processes. 

The first-fruits of this rational research have 
been to prove, as already stated, that decompo- 
sition of organic matter is the result of the activity 
of living organisms, and that the superficial layers 
of the soil teem with these organisms. 

From experiments made at Rothampstead and 
elsewhere it would appear that these particular 
(nitrifying) organisms are confined to about 18 in. 
in depth from the surface in clay soil, but are 
most abundant in the upper 6 in. In porous soils 
they are found at depths of from 3 ft. to 4 ft. This 
result would ‘naturally be expected from the fact 
that the organisms in question require the presence 
of air for their existence. : 

When a liquid containing organic matter is 
allowed to filter through soil or other medium 
where nitrifying bacteria are present, the organic | 
matter will be mineralised, provided that sufficient 
time is given, that there are no antiseptics present, 
that free oxygen and plant food suitable for 
organisms of low character are available, and 
that the temperature is not too low. ; 

Bearing these considerations in view, a brief 
description will be given of several methods 
which have been used for rural sewage disposal. 

The various methods may be broadly classified 
under four heads :— 

1. Irrigation and sewage farming. 

2. Intermittent downward filtration. 

3. Precipitation by chemicals, with or without 
subsequent filtration. ; 

4. The septic tank system (including filtratio.)

OBITUARY. 


MR. J. H. GREATHEAD,—It is with great regret 
that we have to record the death of Mr. James 
Henry Greathead, M.Inst.C.E., which took place 
on Wednesday, October 21. Mr. Greathead was a 
comparatively young man, being only 52 years old 
at the time of his death. His name is well known 
in connexion with improvements in tunnelling 
shields, and his system of injecting liquid cement 
grouting at the back of the cast-iron tunnel linings, 
His sudden death will be felt as a great loss 
to the profession, and will cause a deep sense of 
regret to all who had the privilege of coming in con- 
tact with him, either professionally or in private life, 
Articled in 1864 to the late Mr. Peter W. Barlow, 
M. Inst C.E., brother of Mr. W. Barlow, past Presi- 
dent of the Institute of Civil Engineers, Mr. Great- 
head, on the expiration of his pupilage, was employed 
on the Midland Railway extension to London. From 
1868 to 1870 he was engaged under Mr. P. Barlow 
as executive engineer without a contractor in making 
the Tower Subway, and it was here, no doubt, that 
the seeds of his later developments in making 
similar tunnels was sown. From 1873 to 1877 
Mr. Greathead acted as resident engineer on the 
Hammersmith Extension Railway and the Richmond 
Extension of the District Railway. After this period 
his time was devoted to private practice. He was 
consulting engineer to the Durban Tramways Com- 
pany, and in connexion with Mr, N. D. Martindale 
directed his attention to improvements in hydraulic 
machinery, also in perfecting a hydraulic injector 
fire hydrant, in which a small stream of high- 
pressure water in combination with the ordinary 
town pressure renders it available for fire purposes. 
This invention was taken up by Sir William Arm- 
strong, Mitchell, & Co., and extensively introduced 
by them. In April, 1881, Mr. Greathead was 
elected a full member of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, of which Institution he has been up 
to the time of his death Member of Council for 
over two years, receiving a Telford medal and 
a Telford premium for his valuable communica- 
tions to the ‘‘ Proceedings.” He was also a 
member of the [Institution of Mechanical Engi- 
neers, the Iron and Steel Institute, and was 
at one time an active member of the British 
Association. His name is perhaps best known in 
connexion with the construction of the City and 
South London Electric Railway, the Liverpool 
Electric Overhead Railway, and the Central London 
Electric and Waterloo and City Railways now in 
course of construction, As a witness before Parlia- 
mentary Private Bill Committees there were not many 
engineers better known than the late Mr. Greathead, 
and there have been in consequence few Bills in 
Parliament of late years requiring mechanical 
expert evidence in which he was not retained, and 
on whichever side he appeared, his evidence was 
always characterised by extreme fairness, clearness, 
and ability. Mr. Greathead’s is a case in which, 
without influential help, a reputation has been made 
by straightforward hard work, ability, and integrity, 
which makes his premature death the more to be 
deplored. 


Mr. ROBERT WALKER.—We regret to record 
the death of Mr. Robert Walker, F.R.LBA., 
F.S.A., late District Surveyor for St. Martin-in-the- 
Fields and St. Anne, Soho; also a member of the 
Strand Board of Guardians and St. Martin's Vestry, 
at the age of 59. Mr. Walker was a pupil of the 
late Mr. Bell, and afterwards managing assistant 
to Mr. Chatfeild Clarke, and in 1871 commenced on 
his own account as an architect and surveyor. In 
1875 he was appointed by the Metropolitan Board 
of Works District Surveyor for St. Martin's and St. 
Anne, Soho, and since then he has been well known as 
an expert authority on ancient light, vibration com- 
pensation, and assessment cases. Amongst some 
of the buildings erected by him may be mentioned 
Roan's Schools, Greenwich; St. Martin’s Town 
Hall; St. Martin’s Free Library ; Kensington 
Town Hall ; Manchester Conservative Club ; British 
Empire Mutual Assurance Co. ; Metropolitan 
Electric Supply Co.'s stations at Manchester-

Notts.—The parish church of St. Mary, Greasley, 
which has recently undergone restoration, was 
reopened on the 22nd inst. by the Bishop of South- 
well. The lofty tower has not been interfered with, 
but the body of the church has practically been 
rebuilt, the original outside alone remaining. The 
nave roof now consists of massive timbers to the 
principals, and with rafters boarded and covered 
with tiles, The chancel has a new roof with arched 
principals, curved rafters, boarded, and covered 
with tiles similar to the nave. The new windows 
are glazed with ecclesiastical lead lights of tinted 
glass. A portion of the exterior and gables of the 
church has been rebuilt with local stone, and the 
chancel walls have been restored to their original 
condition. The floors under the seats have been 
laid with wood blocks, and the passages with red 
Ruabon tiles. One of the old window heads has 
been re-used for the vestry window. The work has 
been carried out by Messrs, Collins & Godfrey, of 
Tewkesbury, from plans prepared by Mr. J. A. 
Chatwin, architect, of Birmingham, who has also 
superintended the operations. 

COTTAGE HOSPITAL, SHIPSTON - ON - STOUR, 
WORCESTERSHIRE.—The ‘‘ Ellen Badger Cottage 
Hospital” at Shipton-on-Stour, was opened recently 
by the Bishop of Worcester. The hospital was 
designed by Mr. E. W. Mountford, of London. The 
contractors were Messrs. Smith & Son, of Leaming- 
ton. The cost of the hospital and endowment was 
from 6,000/. to 7,000/, 

BREWERY, ‘TETTENHALL Woop, STAFFORD- 
SHIRE.—A new brewery has just been opened at 
Tettenhall Wood. The architect for the work was 
Mr. W. J. Oliver, the builder being Mr. Thos. 
Skett. 

BUILDING TRADE IN DARLINGTON, — It is 
stated that the building trade in Darlington is very 
brisk. The Plans and Streets Committee of the 
Darlington Corporation have a constant supply of 
proposals for both streets and houses for considera- 
tion, and they pass the majority. There is a 
demand for both old and new houses, and before 
the new buildings are completed they are occupied. 

GLASGOW CANCER HOosPITAL.—The new Cancer 
Hospital in Hill-street, Garnethill, has just been 
opened. The premises are not new, but they have 
been rearranged according to plans prepared by 
Mr. Andrew Myles, I.A. For in-door patients six 
wards have been provided, giving accommodation 
for thirty-three beds. Ample provision is also made 
for the staff, which numbers fifteen ladies, including 
the matron and the in-door and out-door nurses. 
There are two principal floors. On the ground floor 
the dispensary is situated in the front part of the 
building, while the pathological department and a 
dark room for the development of photographs are 
in the rear. The operating theatre is on the upper 
floor. Throughout the hospital heating will be 
supplied by means of hot-water radiators, but each 
room has been constructed with a fire-place. <A 
complete installation of electric light has been fitted 
up, and telephone communication has_ been 
established between the matron’s-room and all parts 
of the house. 

BUILDING IN STOCKPORT.—In his sixth annual 
report the Stockport Borough Surveyor (Mr. John 
Atkinson, A.M.Inst.C.E.) shows that during the 
year the following plans had been passed :—One 
place of worship, twelve mills, three clubs and 
hotels, fifty-eight various, 138 alterations and 
additions, 332 dwelling houses and shops, and nine 
new streets. The length of new streets and 9g ft. 
passages opened out this year is about three- 
quarters of a mile.

IMPROVEMENTS, MANX HARBOUR.—The Com- 
mittee appointed by the Manx Legislature in the 
matter of harbour and landing accommodation at 
Manx ports, sat at Douglas on the 21st. inst. The 
Committee first considered the improvement of the 
landing at the Queen’s Pier, Ramsey. It was re- 
ported that the plan adopted could not be executed 
for the amount sanctioned by the Legislature, and 
the Committee decided to report in tavour of a 
modified plan submitted by Mr. James Walker, 
Engineer to the Harbour Commissioners. 

WATER SCHEME, WHALEY BRIDGE. — The 
Water Committee of the New Mills Urban Council 
have just had an interview with Mr. Toler, J.P., 
agent for Col. Cotton-Jodrell, M.P., who explain: d 
to them a scheme prepared by Mr. A. J. W. Barry, 
of London, for supplying the whole district of 
Fernilee, Whaley Bridge, Furness Vale, and a 
portion of New Mills with water. The site of the 
proposed reservoir is in Taxal on Col. Cotton- 
Jodrell’s estate, where the gathering ground 
extends over some thousand acres. The cost of 
the scheme would be at least 25,000/,—Shefield 
Independent, 
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PuBLIC IMPROVEMENTS, KINGSTOWN, IRELAND. 
—QOn the rath inst., Mr. Cotton, C.E., Chief 
Engineer Local Government Board, held an inquiry 
in the Town Hall, Kingstown, with reference to the 
application of the Township Commissioners for the 
sanction of the Local Government Board for a loan 
of 15,500/. for making footpaths, a loan of 2,500/. 
for making sewers, roads, &c., in connexion with 
artisans’ dwellings at Eden-road, Glasthule, and a 
loan of 1,500/. for paving of the main street of the 
township under the Tramway Act. Mr. Joseph 
Berry, C.E., Township Surveyoft, produced the 
various plans for the proposed works, Tke estimate 
was 14,227/,, but the exact amount of the tender for 
makiag the new concrete footpaths from one end of 
the township to the other and making new kerbing, 
part being concrete, was 14,032/. 15s. 8d. The 
estimate also included the laying under the footpaths 
of a culvert for wires for electric lighting, and 
widening of the road at St. Joseph’s. It was pro- 
posed to raise the footpaths in some places and 
lower them in others. Mr. Strype, C.E., gave 
evidence as to the plans he had prepared. Other 
evidence having been given, the inquiry closed. 

PROPOSED BRIDGE, AND ELECTRIC TRAMWAY, 
SoUTHPORT.—At a preliminary meeting held at the 
offices of Mr. Stewart Speddy, architect, Southport, 
recently, a provisional committee was formed to 
frame for submission to a syndicate the sketch- 
scheme of Mr. Speddy for a bridge and electric 
tramway connecting Southport and Lytham. The 


cost was roughly estimated at 450,000/, to 
500,000/, 
LEICESTER WATER SuppLy. — Under the 


influence of the recent rains the quantity of water 
in the Leicester reservoirs bas considerably in- 
creased, The filling up, however, has not been to 
the extent some would imagine. The following 
figures indicate the condition a few days since of the 
reservoirs, Thornton reservoir is 5 ft. 4 in. below 
the weir, and contains 227 million gallons ; Bradgate 
reservoir is 14 ft. below the weir, and contains 164 
million gallons, the total quantity in stock, without 
reckoning Swithland, thus being 391 million gallons, 
This leaves the deficiency 498 million gallons, as 
compared with a deficiency of 543 million gallons 
at the corresponding date last year. 
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ELECTRIC LIGHTING NEWS. 


LIGHTING OF WIMBLEDON.—If this district is 
to be satisfactorily lighted there seems no alterna- 
tive but to adopt electric lighting. Recently the 
gas has been so bad as to be of little use, and when 
meeting on the 21st inst, the District Council had to 
have the Council Chamber lit with candles, 

CARDIFF ELECTRIC STATION.—At a meeting of 
the Cardiff County Council on the 26th inst., Mr. 
Morgan Morgan proposed the adoption of the report 
of the Lighting and Electrical Committee, and also 
a notice of motion with the name of Alderman 
Carey on the agenda, to rescind a portion of the 
minutes passed in March and April, 1895, and to 
insert the following instead :—‘‘ 1. That Mr. Neville 
Applebee be appointed electrical engineer at a salary 
of 200/, per annum, to take entire charge and 
control of the electric light undertaking, and of the 
apparatus, plant, and otber property in connexion 
therewith, and also the staff, and that he be directly 
responsible to the Lighting and Electrical Com- 
mittee for the due performance of all duties apper- 
taining to his position or in relation thereto, the 
appointment to be determined by one month's notice 
on either side. 2, That the question of salary to be 
paid in connexion with the above post be recon- 
sidered as soon as the works of extension of plant, 
&c., now in hand are completed.’’ The report was 
adopted with the motion on the agenda. 

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT AT LEYTON.—A special 
meeting of the Leyton Urban District Council was 
beld on the 2oth inst., when Professor Robinson 
(Ilectrical Engineer to the Council) reported that 
owing to the rapidity with which the householders 
had connected up, and the number of applications 
that had been received, it was necessary for the 
Council to at once extend the plant at the central 
station ; otherwise it would be impossible to supply 
the current, and much profitable business would be 
lost this winter. He recommended the Council to 
put down another gas producer, and two more 
engines and dynamos, for which space was provided 
in the existing buildings. Healso advised an extra 
set of batteries, with a battery-room to contain them. 
The total cost of this work would be rather more 
than 3,000/,, and it would provide them with two 
and a half times as much power as they had avail- 
able at the present moment.—The Highways and 
Lighting Committee recommended that these addi- 
tions be made, and be treated as an extra to the 
current contracts, and the report was ultimately 
adopted, with only two dissentients. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTING FOR TONBRIDGE. — A 
meeting of the Tonbridge Urban Council was held 
recently to receive the report of Mr. Hastings 
Medhurst, C.E., respecting the electric light, and to 
consider the desirability of applying to the Board of 
Trade for a Provisional Order for power to supply 
electricity for public and private purposes. Mr. 
Race moved that a Provisional Order should be 
applied for. Mr. Jones seconded the motion. The 


xesolution was carried.

PETER’S CHURCH, 
WOLVERHAMPTON.—The new clock and chimes 
in St. Peter’s Church, Wolverhampton, which have 
been erected to the memory of the late rector (the 
Rev. Prebendary Jeffcock), have just been dedicated 
A memorial brass has been erected in the north 
transept. The brass has been designed, made, and 
engraved by Mr. N. Budd, Wolverhampton. 

MEMORIAL WINDOW, MEERBROOK. — In the 
village church of Meerbrook, Staffordshire, a 
stained glass window has!just been placed in the 
west end, consisting of three lights with tracery. 
The subject is the ‘‘Sermon on the Mount.” The 
window is from the firm of Messrs. Heaton, Butler 
& Bayne, London. 

WINDOWS, BONNYBRIDGE PARISH CHURCH, 
I;DINBURGH.—In addition to the two stained-glass 
windows erected some time ago there have just been 
added two new memorial windows. Each window 
is of two lights, with quatretoil and cusps at top.

WINDOW AND REREDOS, SUTTON CHURCH, 
CAMBRIDGE.—The east window of this church has 
just been filled with stained glass, and a reredos of 
Caen stone, ro ft. by 13 ft., has been placed in the 
building, The large niches on each side of the 
window have been filled with nearly life-size figures 
of St. Etheldreda and St. Andrew. Messrs. Jones 
& Willis, of London, have designed and executed 
the whole of the work. 
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FOREIGN. 


FRANCE.—The collection of casts from Delphi, 
which has been opened to the public at the Louvre, 
includes a large sphinx, two archaic figures of 
Apollo, and a double range of bas reliefs of the 
sixth century BC. One, which represents the 
apotheosis of Hercules, formed the frieze of the 
building for the Treasure of Sicyon; the other 
belonged to the Treasure-building of the Athenians, 
and represents the exploits of Theseus. There is 
to be an exhibition at the Palais de ]'Industrie of 
the competition designs sent in to the Chamber of 
Commerce for the construction of an ‘* Ecole Supé- 
rieure de Commerce ” in the Avenue de la Répub- 
lique. It will be open till November 7,——At the 
Museum of Natural History the new building de- 
signed by M. Dutert for the collections of Compara- 
tive Anatomy, Palzeontology, and Anthropology, is 
just being completed. It is decorated externally by 
twelve basreliefs; four in bronze, by MM. Barrias, 
Fremiet, Marqueste and Coutan, and eight in 
marble, by MM. Tony Ncél, Lanson, Gauquié, 
Fagel, Lemaire, Maniglier, Bayard de la Vingtrie, 
and Carlier. There are also, along the facades of 
the building, busts of some celebrated naturalists— 
Cuvier, Jussieu, Milne-Edwards, Buffon, Claude 
Bernard, &c.——The Department of Fine Arts has 
just reopened to the public the celebrated and historic 
‘* Jeu de Paume” gallery at Versailles, which has 
been closed for two years. It has been thoroughly 
repairea and now forms a museum for objects con- 
nected with the Revolution. The works fcr the 
sanitation of Marseilles have at last been 
completed, and the city, which had formerly 
an evil reputation for unhealthiness, at all events 
possesses now a complete and elaborate system of 
sewers,‘comprising a length of 85 kilometres of built 
conduits and pipe drains, representing an expendi- 
ture of 35 million francs. ‘The work has been three 
years in progress.——A travelling bridge is to be 
formed across the Seine at Rouen, composed ofa 
steel platform suspended by cables from steel piers 
or pylons on the two banks, at a distance of about 
142 metres. To this will be suspended a traversing 
bridge on the level of the quays, moved by an 
electric car above. The work will occupy about 
eighteen months. —— During the excavations in 
progress at Timegad in Africa, the architect in 
charge, M. Albert Ballu, has found among 
the remains of the ancient Roman baths 
a fine mosaic floor with designs of animals, 
and figures representing the -Four Seasons, A 
number of objects in bronze have also been dis- 
covered, as well as a marble statue of a child in the 
same attitude as that of the well-known child foun- 
tain at Brussels. ——The Watteau monument in the 
Luxembourg garden will be inaugurated on Sunday, 








ae 
November 8.——At Lille last Sunday was inaugu. 
rated the monument to General Faidherbe, a remar{. 
able work by M. Mercié. The plinth is of req 
Vosges granite, above which is a pedestal with two 
basreliefs representing Faidherbe at the battles of 
Bapaume and Pont-Noyelles. In front of the mony. 
ment is a fine group representing the City of Lille 
dictating to the Muse of History the deeds of the 
hero, On the other face a seated figure holds a 
laurel branch towards the equestrian statue of 
Faidherbe which crowns the monument, the total 
height of which is 11 métres. 

BUILDING FAILURE IN NEW YORK City,—Q, 
the 26th ult. the greater part of a five-story apart. 
ment house in course of construction on Madisop. 
avenue, between Eighty-first and Eighty-secong 
streets, New York City, collapsed. About twenty 
workmen were engaged on the structure at the time 
and of the thirteen who were carried down by the 
falling walls and timbers one was killed and ten 
injured. The building was 25 ft. by 85 ft. in size, 
with sandstone front. The walls of the first two 
stories had been erected, three tiers of floor beams 
put in place, and the masons were at work on the 
third-story walls when the collapse came. The 
initial work of removing the débris made it evident 
that the masonry was of the flimsiest construction 
possible, and that hardly a step had been taken that 
was not in violation of the rules of the Building 
Department. It appears that the foundation work 
on this building had once been condemned by an 
inspector who was afterwards transferred to another 
district. The event illustrates the need of furnisbing 
the Building Department with sufficient facilities to 
allow of a thorough and efficient inspection of work 
in progress, which is manifestly impossible with the 
present force and means. It is stated that with the 
present force each inspector has on an average 
ninety-two ,buildings to inspect. The time which 
can be given each building is limited, and consider. 
able time must be spent in travelling from building 
to building. So long as unprincipled contractors 
will tamper with buman life by violat’ng the pro- 
visions of the building law, the probability of 
hurried or inadequate inspection will encourage 
them to skimp in materials or workmanship, and 
the only certain way to put a stop to the repetition 
of such failures is to equip the Building Department 
with sufficient men and means to adequate'y and 
thoroughly perform the work falling within its 
province. —E£zgineering Record.

OpEN SPACES.—Lord Meath, as Chairman cf 
the Metropolitan Public Gardens Association, asks 
for contributions towards a fund—the Treasury 
having, through the Postmaster-General, offered 
to subscribe 5,000/,—for purchasing a piece of 
ground on the south side of Little Britain. The 
land adjoins St. Botolph’s, Aldersgate Without, and 
the public garden, popularly termed the ‘‘ Postmens 
Park,” along the north side of the new Post Office 
buildings in (St. Martin’s-le-Grand. It is owned 
by the Trustees of City Parochial Charities, and 
formed subject of a recent suit, reported in our 
columns,* for restraining the defendants from build- 
ing thereupon, on the ground that it formed part of 
a disused burial-ground, and so came witbin the 
prohibitions of the Disused Burial Grounds Acts of 
1884 and 1887. The Trustees ask 12,000/. for the 
ground, but willsubscribe 1,000/. It appears that tbe 
land was first built over at the close of the sixteenth 
century ; in 1884 four of the houses were sold to the 
Commissioners of Sewers by the Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners, as representing the Dean and o- 
of Westminster, to whom Henry VIII. grante 
(1542) the rectory of St. Botolph. On excavating 
the ground last year for new buildings large quan I 
ties of human remains were found; these were 
removed under a faculty. In tbe result Mr. Justice 
Stirling dismissed the action. His Lordship 0 
judgment to the effect that the greater portion of the 
land had not been ‘‘set apart for interment 
within the meaning of the Act, and that the 
portion, being a passage leading to the church: 
house, which had been so set apart, fell within a0 
exception expressly provided for by the Act, having 
been sold, under statutory powers, to the Sewers 
Commissioners, for a widening of the thoroughfare.

LONDON SCHOOL BOARD BUILDING PROPOSALS, 
—At the weekly meeting of the members of the 
School Board for London on the 22nd inst., at the 
Board-room, Victoria Embankment, a long debate 
took place on the proposal to rescind a resolution 
passed at a previous meeting of the Board instruct- 
ing the Works Committee to proceed with the 

yrchase of the Dee-street (Tower Hamlets) site 
and with the erection jthereon of a school for 1,200 
children to take the place of the Brunswick-road 
school, The ‘resolution was carried on the report 
of the School Accommodation and Attendance 
Committee. The Committee stated that they had 
carefully considered the question of the comparative 
cost (a) of erecting the proposed new school for 
1,200 children on the Dee-street site, and (4) of 
providing additional accommodation for 400 children 
in connexion with the Brunswiok-road school, Poplar. 
The land surveyor of the Board reported that no 
additional land could be acquired for the Bruns- 
wick-road school. If 400 additional places were 
provided on the existing site it would, therefore, be 
necessary to build the addition on arches, and the 
Committee found that the cost of erecting a new 
school for 1,200 children on the Dee-street site 
would exceed the cost of providing 400 places on 
the Brunswick-road site by 7,455/., so far as the 
buildings alone were concerned, If the special 
school and manual training centre were also provided 
on the former site the difference in cost would be 
increased by a further 3,546. With regard to the 
land, the Committee were intormed that the net cost 
of the Dee-street site, deducting the sum which 
would probably be realised by the sale of the 
Brunswick-road School building, would be about 
7,000, The Chairman of the Committee dis- 
sented from the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee to build a new school, and Mr. Bruce 
therefore moved it. and it was agreed to without 
discussion. Mr. Key now moved that the resolu- 
tion be rescinded. Ultimately the ‘‘ previous 
question” was moved and agreed to ona division 
by 27 votes to 24.

SCREEN, ST, JAMES’S CHURCH, BRISTOL. At 
St. James's Church recently the Dean of Bristol, 
Dr, Pigou, dedicated the new screen. The screen, 
Which is sixteenth century in character, has been 
designed by Mr. Stacy, of Bristol. It is of wrought 
top, and has an arcading of nine arches. The 
centre arch is surmounted by a pediment having a 
cicle containing an emblem of the Trinity. On 
the lower portion are eight shields. The four on 
the left hand side have Saints of the Old Testament 
depicted on them, and those on the right hand side 
Saints of the New Testament. 

LIGHT RAILWAYS EXHIBITION, NEAR LEEDS,— 
At Newlay, near Leeds, practical demonstration 
has been afforded of the possibility of a line, having 
SO Narrow a gauge as 2 ft. 6in., being utilised as a 
feeder to trunk railways of standard gauge, and as 
a means of conveying bulky and heavy goods, to say 
nothing of passenger traffic, at a comparatively 
small cost. The exhibition is provided by the 
Leeds Forge Company, Limited, who are chiefly 
concerned in the provision of the rolling-stock for a 
light railway that is about to be constructed at 
Farsi, in India. A miniature track of a mile’s 
length had been laid down in close proximity to the 
Midland Railway line, and here a train, which has 
been specially designed and built for Barsi, made 
requent journeys throughout the day, its waggons 
fully loaded with goods, and its two passenger com- 
partments well filled with spectators, Fox's patent 
Pressed steel frames have been employed through- 
Out the designs for the Barsi carriages and waggons, 
which, it may be mentioned, are all of the bogie 
type. The locomotive shown has been built by 
essrs. Kitson & Co., of Leeds, and weighs 29 tons 
Cwt., whilst the passenger cars are provided by the 

Caster Railway and Waggon Co. The per- 
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manent way is of a semi-portable character, and the 
whole cost of the mile of line at Newlay, inclusive 
of rolling-stock, is about 800/. The visitors to 
Newlay were entertained at lunch by Mr. Samson 
Fox, amongst those present being Sir Alexander 
Wilson (president of the Barsi Railway Co.), Mr. 
E. R. Calthrop (consulting engineer), and a large 
number of representatives of Chambers of Com- 
merce, railway companies, and industrial under- 
takings in all parts of the kingdom.— Yorkshire 
Post, 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS AT HYDE.—On the 2zst 
inst. Major-General Crozier, R.E., Local Govern- 
ment Board Inspector, held an inquiry at Hyde in 
reference to an application of the Town Council for 
power to borrow 6,s500/. for purposes of private 
street improvements. 

COAL IN KENT.—At the Kent Coalfield Works, 
near Dover, on the 23rd inst., Mr. Francis Brady, 
C,E., Engineer of the South-Eastern Railway Com- 
pany, with whom were Mr. G. P. Simpson, M.E., 
and Mr. N, R. Griffith, A.R.S.M. (Wrexham), 
started the second colliery, The shaft is about 
200 ft. to the east of the first pit. The No. 2 shaft, 
which has been christened the Simpson pit, the first 
being known as the Brady pit, is 24 ft. wide, which, 
with 2 ft. bricking, will provide a finished shaft of 
20 ft. diameter, the No. 1 pit being 17 ft. The 
works are now extending very rapidly, nearly a 
hundred new sinkers and others being employed. 
Additional workshops are being erected, and a 
powder magazine on the foreshore close to the sea. 
A large structure has also been put up for the con- 
venience of the workmen, who will be considerably 
increased in number. The No, 1 pit had recently 
reached a depth of 360 ft. when the work was stopped 
owing to water finding its way into the pit, and 
there being no pumps: This has led to some inter- 
esting tests. It has been discovered that the water 
found its way through the loose stratum from the 
old experimental bore-hole sunk by Mr. Brady for 
Over 2,000 ft., and the flow came from below. The 
quantity of water, however, has been gauged at not 
more than 10 per cent. of what -is usually found in 
collieries. The temporary gear at the mouth of 
the pit is now being replaced by more powerful 
and permanent machinery, and as soon as this is 
completed and a pump fixed, the sinking at No, 1 
pit will be continued. The old winding drum, with 
its engine of twenty-three horse-power, has been 
displaced by a drum capable of winding over 
2,000 ft, and an engine of 500 horse-power. The 
hauling cables for use in the pits when completed 
are being made 3,oooft. long. Mr. Brady stated 
that he estimated they would reach the first coal! by 
the end of next spring. It was nota question of 
whether the coal was there in working quantities— 
they were certain of it. It was only a question of 
expense, and this they had amply assured them- 
selves against by making pits of large diameter, 
which’ would enable them to haul about eight tons 
of coal at one time.—Dazly Chronicle. 

MEMORIAL OF GRACE DARLING, BAMBURGH 
CHURCHYARD, NORTHUMBERLAND.—This work 
is now complete, and includes the former tomb, 
with the recumbent effigy of the heroine, and a new 
canopy of stone, supported by bronze pillars, and 
crowned with a bronze cresting. Mr. W. Searle 
Hicks, architect, of Newcastle, has designed the 
canopy, which has been executed under his direc- 
tions. The bronze work comes from the foundry of 
Messrs. Singer & Son, of Frome, Somerset ; and the 
stone work has been executed, and the whole built 
up, by Mr. Robert Beall, of Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 
In the original canopy, which was overthrown in a 
gale, eight stone shafts, with their caps and bases, 
supported a heavy stone canopy. In the new canopy 
their place is taken by the same number of bronze 
shafts, moulded in an ornamental pattern, twisted 
alternately to the right and left hand, with pierced 
foliage set on the old stone plinths. The arches are 
trefoiled and ofsimilar proportions to the old. They 
have been executed in hard Heworth stone. On 
all the plain surfaces the new canopy has been re- 
lieved with wavy foliage; and the cornice is now 
crowned by a light bronze cresting of open foliage 
and tracery, which stands about gin. high. The 
breakages of the effigy during the gale were slight, 
and, together with the railing surrounding the 
monument, have been repaired or renewed. 

DEMOLITION OF HANOVER CHAPEL, REGENT- 
STREET.—A serious accident occurred to some 
workmen employed in the demolition of Hanover 
Chapel, Regent-street, on Saturday last. It'seems 
that a cart had backed in to receive some of the 
débris, and that it was standing on an arch, which, 
doubtless owing to the moving of stonework, &c., 
close by, had become unsafe. Consequently, 
without any warning, the horse and cart and three 
men at work were thrown into the cavity beneath. 
Much of the débris was very heavy, and when the 
men were recovered it was found that one had been 
killed, while the two others were seriously injured. 

INSANITARY HousEs, COVENTRY.—According to 
the Medical Officer of Coventry (Dr. Fenton) there 
are now upwards of % ooo insanitary houses in the 
city, but the Corporation are taking steps to remedy 
this state of things. Workmen’s dwellings are to be 
erected in Red-lane, and the Corporation has referred 
to 2 committee the question of providing a scheme 
for building tenements in blocks, to be let to tenants 
who, for sanitary reasons, are rendered homeless by 





the action of the Council. Since March plans have 
been passed for the erection of 350 houses suitable 
for artisans, According to the Borough Surveyor, 
there is plenty of land available for building purposes, 
but he sees no reason why one section of the com- 
munity should live at the expense of the other. The 
working men, who could well afford to pay six or 
seven shillings a week, are cemanding houses at 
rents as low as 3s. 6d. and 4s. per week, and with 
the present high price of land it is impossible for 
dwellings to be built and to yield any return for the 
outlay. 

DISCOVERY OF ROMAN PAVEMENT IN LEICESTER. 
—During the excavations for the new M.S. and L, 
station in Leicester, a piece of Roman pavement has 
been uncovered on the north side of the Friars 
Causeway. The pavement is composed of a bright 
red material, and is laid in a regular pattern on a 
bed of cement. It was found at a depth of between 
6 and 7 ft., and only a few feet of it have been 
exposed ; but there are indications that it extends 
much further. The material will have to be 
removed, as it lies at the bottom of a trench in 
which a pier will be built to support one end of an 
arch. Another trench will be dug within a few 
feet, and it is probable that further discoveries 
may be made. 

A CHURCH STRUCK BY LIGHTNING IN ESSEX, 
—Leigh (Essex) Church was struck by lightning 
during the storm on the 25th inst. The beliry was 
set on fire. The clanging of the bells alarmed the 
villages, who extinguished the flames.

FOUNTAIN AND CLOCK TOWER, GLASGOw.— 
The Sir Charles Cameron Memorial Fountain and 
Clock Tower at Charing-cross, Glasgow, was 
formally inaugurated on the 24th inst. Designed in 
French Renaissance style, the base is formed of 
Peterhead granite, the basin being polished. The 
upper part is formed in Doulton ware of a brown 
buff colour, and rises to a total height of 27 ft. above 
the pavement. The top of the memorial is dome- 
shaped, and affords space for an illuminated clock 
with four dials. On two sides the space under the 
clock is occupied by iron panels, bearing an inscrip- 
tion, and on the other two sides bronze medallions 
with a bust of Sir Charles Cameron have been 
inserted. The medallions were modelled by Mr. 
Tinworth, of London. 

REREDOS, ST. JAMES’S CHURCH, ASTON PARK, 
BIRMINGHAM.—The new reredos presented to this 
church was unveiled and dedicated by the Bishop of 
Coventry on the 24th inst. The reredos, which 
originally belonged to Holy Trinity, has been 
reconstructed and fitted by Messrs. Roddis & 
Nourse, Mr. W, J. King having promised to fill in 
two extra panels with emblems of the four evan- 
gelists and sprays of lilies and passion flowers, 

CONFERENCE OF PLUMBERS, CARDIFF.—Under 
the auspices of the Health Section of the Cardiff Exhi- 
bition and the Local District Council for the National 
Registration of Piumbers, competitions in plumbers’ 
work (open to all plumbers resident in Wales or 
Monmouthshire) were held in June last, medals and 
prizes being offered by the Worshiptul Company of 
Plumbers, London. ‘These medals ure to be dis- 
tributed at the Cardiff Exhibition this Saturday, it 
is stated, by Alderman David Jones, deputy-mayor 
of Cardiff. On the same day a conference of 
plumbers is to be held at the Exhibition. Represen- 
tatives are expected from Bristol, Swansea, Devon, 
Cornwall, and South Hants. The conference com- 
mences at eleven o'clock, Mr. Edwin Seward in the 
chair. Dr. Davies, of Bristol, will speak on ‘‘ Public 
Health in Relation to the Registration Movement,” 
and the Chairman will speak on ‘‘ The Architect in 
Relation to the Registration Movement.” At 1.30 
Dr. E. Walford, Cardiff M.O.H., presides at 
luncheon, and alterwards comes the presentation o 
medals. The awards are as follow:—Class A

second prize, D. John. Class B (senior apprentices) :

LIVERPOOL AND LONDON QUANTITY SuR- 
VEYORS.—At the last meeting of the Liverpool 
City Council, Sir W. Forwood moved the Library, 
Museum, Arts, and Technical Instruction Com- 
mittee’s recommendation that Mr. Edwin C. Pinks, 
45, Parliament-street, Westminster, quantity sur- 
veyor, be appointed to take out the quantities for 
the extension of the Museum buildings and new 
technical schools, at the remuneration of 14 per 
cent. on the cost thereof.—Mr. Beloe, asking why a 
Liverpool man had not been employed, proposed 
that the Committee take back the recommendation. 
Alderman F. Smith seconded, Mr. Salvidge agreed 
with Mr. Beloe that it was inconsistent to be preach- 
ing on the platform Liverpool work for Liverpool 
workmen, and when they got an opportunity as 
Liverpool City councillors to go away from their pro- 
fession. Sir W. B. Forwood eventually agreed to 
take back the recommendation. 

THE NELSON COLUMN.— Mr. Harrison, the 
Sheffield steeplejack, has been commissioned by the 
Office of Works to thoroughly inspect the Nelson 
Column, with a view to ascertaining what, if any, 
repairs are necessary. The figure of Nelson is in 
two sections, joined together at the waist, It 
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was found, upon examination, that, although 
the monument is perfectly safe and stable, some 
minor repairs are desirable, and one of the work- 
men carried down a large lump of loose stone 
as evidence of the fact. Some of the interstices 
in the masonry require pointing, it being now 
possible to insert a lead pencil to the depth of 
two inches in some places. Mr. Harrison duly 
reported these facts, and it is expected that the 
Office of Works will order the necessary repairs, 
which will be carried cut by means of swings sus- 
pended from the head of the column, 

BRIGHTON AND VENNING’S PATENT LEAD-LINED 
IRON PipE.—This new form of soil-pipe is, as its 
name implies, a cast-iron pipe lined with lead, 
giving the strength of the iron combined with the 
smooth bore of the lead. The chief advantage 
appears to be that the internal lead lining is not 
affected by discharges of hot water or escape of 
steam, both of which will break up the ordinary 
lead soil-pipe through expansion and contraction. 
The joints are made in the most ingenious manner, 
the lead being formed to a concave section inside 
the iron collar, as shown in the annexed sec- 
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tion, the spigot end having the lead formed to a 
convex section, ensuring a true bore when placed 
end to end either in a vertical or horizontal 
position; the joint being made by running with 
lead and caulking in the usual manner. The 
iron pipes are provided with projecting ears for fixing 
with pipe nails, allowing the pipes to stand clear of 
walls for all-round painting. Straight pipes of 
various sizes and lengths are kept in stock, also junc- 
tions, bends, and branch pieces, made to such a 
variety of curves that any ordinary combination of 
soil, waste, or ventilating pipes can be obtained 
ready for fixing. The cost, as stated by the makers, 
is low enough to ensure its use as against either 
the usual lead pipes or heavy cast-iron ones, 
and for this cost an iron pipe is provided 
strong enough to comply with the L.C.C. regula- 
tions, in addition to a lining of drawn lead equal to 
5 lb. to the foot super. The makers have invented 
an entirely new method of pipe bending, by which 
a bend on a 4-in, lead pipe can be produced in 
about eight minutes, no matter what the angle may 
be, and giving a very uniform section of lead 
throughout, as well asa trueand smooth bore. This 
was effected when we visited the works, by machinery 
driven by hand power, and no doubt the results will 
be even more perfect when mechanical power is 
adopted. We understand the makers have already 
received large orders from the War Office as well as 
the Asylums Board, which necessitate plant being 
laid down sufficiently large to enable them to turn 
out the pipes in quantities to keep pace with the 
demand. The invention is well worthy of the 
attention of architects, specimens may be seen at 
Messrs, Birch & Edwards, 32, Victoria-street, S.W. 


NORTHAMPTON MASTER BUILDERS’ ASSOCIA- 
TION.—The annual dinner of the Northampton 
Master Builders’ Association, was held recently 
in the Lower Assembly Room at the Town 
Hall, The company numbered about 120, and 
the chair was occupied by Mr. G. J. Fisher, 
the President. The loyal toasts having been 
given and honoured, Mr. Edmund Law proposed 
**The Mayor, Magistrates, and Members of the 
Corporation.”” The Mayor (Councillor F. Ellen), 
Councillor Martin, Councillor Tonsley, Coun- 
cillor Heap, Councillor Green, Councillor Barber, 
and Councillor Hannen replied to the toast. 
‘*The Architects” was submitted by Councillor 
H. Green. Mr. W. Hull, Mr. Edmund Law, Mr. 
J. T. Ingman, Mr. A. E, Anderson, Mr. S. 
Harris, Mr. G. Stevenson, and Mr. W. Shaw re- 
sponded to the toast, and each expressed the hope 
that good feeling would continue to exist between the 
architects and the builders of the town. The toast 
of the evening, that of ‘‘ Success to the Northampton 
Builders’ Association,” was given by Mr. W. Hull. 
He traced the history of the trade in the town for 


many years, and the difficulties the builders had had 
to encounter, and said that at the present time, how- 
ever, the work in the town was equal, and in some 
cases superior, to that to be found in many other 
town in England. ‘The Association was founded on 
a solid basis, and it had raised a super-structure free 
from blemishes, cracks, and defects, and he wished 
it every success in the future. The Chairman, in 
reply, said he was pleased to see the Association was 
steadily increasing in membership, and he was sure 
every member must see it was necessary they should 
join such an Association, as if left single-handed in 
any difficulty they knew the consequence, It must 
be plain to them it was necessary they should unite 
to be ready to meet and contend with any difficulty 
which might arise. Councillor W. Heap _pro- 
posed ‘‘Kindred Associations,” to which Mr. G. 
Hardington, President of the Leicester Master 
Builders’ Association, replied. ‘‘ The Town and 
Trade of Northampton” was proposed by Mr. R, 
B. Starkey, and replied to by Mr. T. L, Wright.— 
Councillor Green submitted the toast of ‘‘ The 
Secretary.” Mr. Airs, in reply, said he had now 
filled the office of Secretary for twenty years, and 
his desire was to promote the interest and welfare 
ot the builders of the town in every respect. Other 
toasts followed.

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THE CARPENTERS’ STRIKE, CORK.—The con- 
ference between representatives of the Carpenters’ 
Society and of the Master Builders’ Association, 
under the presidency of the Right Rev. Monsignor 
Maguire, P.P., St. Finnbarr’s, which opened on the 
21st inst. in the Young Men’s Society Hall, Castle- 
street, concluded on the 22nd, after a session of 
four hours. The result is that all the rules were 
gone through, and were more or less agreed to, 
with the exception of some few minor points which 
are to be again considered by the Carpenters’ 
Society. However, another notable exception was 
made with regard to the question of wages, which 
was discussed at considerable length. The Master 
Builders withdrew their threat to reduce the wages 
to 30s. a week, and offered an increase of 1s, a week 
on the wages at the time of the dispute—33s. a 
week—such increase to take effect in June next, 
when the new contracts were being taken out. The 
men refused to accept this offer, and demanded an 
increase of 1s. a week, to take effect immediately, 
and 2s, a week further, to commence in March or 
April. This, they said, would bring their rate of 
wages to the Dublin standard—36s. a week—but it 
was pointed out that the Belfast standard was only 
34s. rod. a week, or rod. a week more than the 
proposed Cork rate. This question will be now 
brought before the Carpenters’ Society, with the 
other points which remain unsettled, and it is not 
unlikely that the result will be known within a very 
short time.—Cork Examiner, 


THE LONDON BUILDING TRADES,— Mr. W. 
Stevenson, the Secretary of the Federated Labourers 
Union, has published a balance-sheet of the cost to 
the Labourers’ Unions of the strike in the London 
building trades last summer. The amount spent by 
the United Builders’ Labourers’ Union was 2,435/., 
by the General Labourers’ Union 2,474/., by the 
Navvies’ Union 1,308/., by the United Order of 
General Labourers’ 1,453/., and by the Gasworkers’ 
Union 2000/7, Besides these sums, 1,182/. was 
received from public collections. Mr. Stevenson 
says, in his remarks on the strike: ‘‘ While the 
struggle may therefore be renewed at some future 
date, the late dispute is not without its lessons, and 
should not be lost sight of. If the labourers want 
to be successful in the future, it will be when they 
realise that one national organisation of builders’ 
labourers to do battle with the employers is accom- 
plished.” In this connexion it may be stated that 
the executive council of the Gasworkers’' Union are 
drafting a scheme which has for its object the 
amalgamation of the whole of the labourers’ unions 
of the United Kingdom. For this purpose a con- 
ference of all the executive committees of these 
unions will be held at an early date. This will be 
followed by a meeting of delegates from all the 
unions favourable to the scheme, for the purpose of 
arranging details, The quarterly circular of the 
London Building Trades Federation contains the 
announcement that Mr. Joseph Verdon is no longer 
secretary of the federation, as the society of which 
he is a member —the Operative Bricklayers—has 
seceded from it.—Dazly Chronicle. 

WORKMEN'S WAGES IN THE BUILDING TRADE, 
REDHILL.—A meeting has recently been held at 
Redhill in connexion with the above question. Mr. 
Councillor Gilbert occupied the chair. A code of 
rules had been drawn up by a committee for con- 
sideration, which was as follows :—rz. That the 
working hours in summer shall be 564 per week. 
That during 14 weeks of winter, commencing the 
first Monday in November, the time shall be: for 
the first three weeks 84 hours per day, the eight 
middle weeks 8 hours per day, and the last three 
weeks 84 hours per day. 2. That the present rate 
of wages for skilled mechanics and labourers be 
advanced 1d. per hour. 3. That all overtime 
worked be paid for at the following rates : time and 
a quarter for the first two hours, and time and a 
half until time of starting next morning.

. Carpenters and joiners to have two hours’ 
notice on being discharged, to be used in grinding 
and sharpening tools, On the votes being taken 
after a discussion on the rules, an amendment was 
put and carried with regard to rule 1, viz. :—That 
the working hours during the first and last three 
weeks of the winter months shall be nine hours and 
not eight and a-half hours, As regards rule 2, seven 
members of the committee voted for it and three 
against. An amendment that halfpenny an hour 
advance be asked was lost. In all other respects 
the rules as drafted were carried. It was decided to 
give the builders six months’ notice of the proposed 
enforcement of the code. Ultimately it was decided 
to defer the consideration of future action, and in 
the meantime to canvass the whole of the men in 
order to ascertain if they were prepared to support 
the action of the meeting in its attempt to obtain a 
fairer wage. 

PLASTERERS AND BRICKLAYERS’ DIsputs, 
NEWCASTLE.—At a meeting of the Newcastle City 
Council on the 23rd inst. Alderman Stephenson, as 
Chairman of the Lunatic Asylum Committee, 
presented a report relative to the stoppage of the 
new buildings in the extension of the Asylum at 
Coxlodge at a cost of over 100,000/., owing to the 
absence of the plasterers, who are quarrelling over 
cement work with the bricklayers. ‘The contractor, 
Mr. Walter Scott, had intimated to them that 
unless the strike was ended during the next few days, 
he would have no alternative but to remove the 
whole of his men from the place and let the work 
stand. There were two alternatives: The first was 
to adopt Mr. Scott’s proposal to suspend all the 
operations up to March next in the hope that before 
that time expired some settlement might be come to 
between the disputants. Another proposal Mr, 
Scott made was to bring non-unionist men to carry 
out the work irrespective of the dispute. There 
would be an additional cost to the Corporation 
of from soo/. to 1,000/. Mr. Oubridge, Mr. Birkett, 
Mr, Scott, Ald. Newton, and Ald. Stout opposed 
the idea of interfering with trades union disputes, 
and said that the contractor should be left to 
do his work. This became the finding of the 
Council, and the report was negatived. 

BUILDING STRIKE AT SOUTHSEA,—A number of 
unskilled labourers are out of work at Portsmouth 
in consequence of a dispute with Mr. Perkins, con- 
tractor, of Southsea. Mr. Perkins is constructing 
a new Board School in Francis-avenue, Southsea, 
and the job provides employment for a large number 
of men. For some days there had been a certain 
amount of disaffection among the labourers, owing 
to the fact that one of their mates was a non-society 
man, One of the rules of the Labourers’ Union is 
that members shall refuse to work with non-Union 
men, but this rule, it is stated, does not appear in 
the code regulations drawn up and agreed upon by 
the masters and men at Portsmouth. The men sent 
a deputation to Mr. Perkins, with the information 
that unless the non-society man was discharged they 
would leave work. Mr. Perkins refused to accede 
to their request, and the whole of the unskilled 
labourers, numbering about twenty-five, came out 
on strike. We understand that the man to whom 
exception was taken has now left the job on his own 
account, but the builder seemed loth to re-engage 
the strikers unless they would agree not to 
refuse to work with non-society men.—Hampshire 
Telegraph. 

SCARBOROUGH BUILDING TRADE DISPUTE.— 
The labourers’ strike at Scarborough for an advance 
of 4d. per hour (53d. to 6d.), which took place 
about three months ago, has at last been settled by 
arbitration, a course the labourers refused to adopt 
when the masters offered it. The arbitrators were 
Mr. Charles Myers, builder, Leeds, for the masters; 
Mr. Councillor Millington Hall, for the labourers; 
with Mr. John Woodall, J. P., banker, Scarborough, 
as umpire. The hearing took place at the Albe- 
marle Hotel, when, in addition to the above, there 
were five builders and eight labourers present. After 
a lengthened discussion, in which it was shown by 
the masters that the labourers’ wage was fully up to 
the average, both of the country and district, the 
arbitrators and umpire retired, and after nearly 
two hours’ conference, the umpire decided that the 
labourers had not made out a case for any increase. 
The labourers resumed work some weeks ago on the 
understanding that if an increase was granted they 
would receive it from the time of resumption

BUILDING CONTRACTS v. BANKRUPTCY. 


Ar Bristol County Court, on the 2oth inst., his 
Honour Judge Austin delivered a judgment on a 
int of considerable importance to those who 
sploy builders and to ordinary creditors of builders. 
Masts Hatherly & Carr, builders, of Bristol, 
entered into a contract to build a house at Batheas- 
for Mr. W. A. Hick. Among the clauses in the 
seoeract was the usual one as to default on the part 
of the builders, which also stated that, in the event 
nf the contractors becoming bankrupt or compound- 
ing with their creditors, Mr. Hick could lawfully 
claim all plant, tools, scaffolding, and materials on 
his premises. On July 8 last a receiving o:der in 
bankruptcy was made against Messrs. Hatherly & 
Carr, On the roth, Mr. Hick's architect _gave 
forty-eight hours’ notice in writing of the intention of 
Mr, Hick to act upon the terms of the contract, and 
accordingly Mr. Hick seized a mortar mill and a 
steam-engine. Mr. E. J. Richards, of Bristol, was 
appointed trustee of the estate, and on the 2nd inst. 
Mr, F. E. Weatherly (instructed by the trustee's 
solicitor, Mr. Walter Watts) asked tne judge for an 
order declaring that the said mortar mill and engine 
were the property of the trustee for the benefit of 
the general body of creditors. Mr. Douglas Met- 
calfe (instructed by Messrs, Payne & Fuller, of 
Bath) contended that the seizure was good as 
against the Bankruptcy Act of 1883, There was 
considerable argument and quotation of authorities, 
and the debtor, Henry Carr, was called. He said 
there had been no default except the bankruptcy, 
and he believed that there was a balance due to Mr. 
Hick of 189/., because he had completed the work 
imself, 
= giving judgment, his Honour said the case of 
ex parte Jay had not been upset, for it was singularly 
like the present one. And according to that case 
such a clause in the agreement was in contravention 
of the intention of the Bankruptcy Act now in force. 
It was, of course, quite plain that the intention of 
the Bankruptcy Act of 1883, as indeed of all Bank- 
ruptey Acts, had been that the estate of a debtor 
should be divided as fairly as possible amongst his 
creditors ; and plainly on the face of this contract 
there was a stipulation by which a certain portion of 
assets would be divested from the trustee—that was 
from the creditors—and so become the property of a 
specially preferred creditor. Now, in his opinion, 
and he thought he should have come to the same 
conclusion apart from the decision in ex parte Jay, 
that was a stipulation entirely in contravention of 
the intention of the Bankruptcy Act. There must 
be an order in the terms asked for, with costs,—

BUILDING DISPUTE AT SPITALFIELDS: 
MOTION IN THE CHANCERY DIVISION. 


THE case of Galinsky v. Davis Brothers came 
before Mr. Justice Chitty, in the Chancery Division, 
on Monday last, it being a motion by the plaintiff 
that the defendants might be restrained from 
excavating the ground under or adjacent to the 
Messuage known as No. 38, Brick-lane, Spitalfields, 
in such a way as to damage the same, and also from 
injuring, pulling down, or interfering with the 
party-wall dividing the plaintiff's and defendants’ 
premises, 

Mr. Byrne, Q.C., appeared as counsel for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. Stuart Smith for the defendants. 

Mr. Byrne, in opening the plaintiff's case, said 
that his client was the leaseholder of No. 38, Brick- 
lane for aterm of fourteen years, he being under an 
obligation for the repair of the premises. In May 
last the defendants, without giving the plaintiff any 
Notice whatever under the London Building Act, 
commenced to pull down the premises 36 and 34, 
Brick-lane, adjoining those of the plaintiff, although 
a Notice was subsequently served upon the plaintiff 
to the effect that the defendants meant to exercise 
the rights conferred upon them by the London 
Building Act.

‘*GRINDING MONEY.” 


AT the Brompton County Court a few days ago, 
his Honour Judge Stoner decided a point of impor- 
tance to the building trade. Four carpenters sued 
Mr. John Douglas, master builder, of Exhibition- 
road, South Kensington, for payment of what is 
known in the trade as ‘‘ grinding money,” which the 
plaintiffs contended was their due on being dis- 
charged from a job, namely, an hour's notice and 
an hour's pay for grinding their tools. 

Mr. Henshaw, Secretary to the Central Associa- 
tion of Master Builders of London, was called in 
support of the claim. He said the custom to pay 
‘‘grinding money” had been recognised for many 
years. Formerly the men got two hours’ notice. 
The rules of the Master Builders’ Association, since 
the recent strike in May last, contained one which 
expressly provided for the payment of this ‘‘ grind- 
ing money.” 

The defendant said his firm had never paid 
‘‘grinding money,” and he was not a member 
of the Masters’ Association. He some time ago 
sent a letter to this effect. One of the plaintiffs 
admitted that on a former occasion when he worked 
for the defendant he was dismissed without ‘‘ grind- 
ing money,” and he overlooked the matter, as he 
did not wish to make a bother. 

His Honour said the evidence did not go far 
enough to prove custom. As far as he could see, 
the plaintiffs wanted an hour's pay for notice, which 
they had got, and an hour’s pay for doing nothing. 

Judgment for the defendant with costs.

21,599.—COMBINED Doorstrop AND Houpers: A. S. 
Morrison.—This invention has for its object a means by 
which a door-stopper will ensure the door being kept open 
when desired. In carrying this out a circular spring of 
suitable size is placed round the body of a door stop, the 
usual india rubber cushion being on the outside and 
keeping spring in position, A catch on door engages 
spring ; the whole being so arranged that the slightest 
push or pull on door will engage or disengage the action. 

21,641.—GLossy SURFACES FOR WaLILs, CEILINGs, 
&c.: /. £ly.—This invention consists in employing 
enamelled iron plates, provided with a turned back edge, 
for constructing walls, ceilings, &c.,so as to form a cavity 
which is filled in with cement or a mixture of powdered 
slag or breeze, &c.
